In reply to your letter 133-0-5 
dated July 15th, I wieh to report that I was at 
the Brandon School on July 27th. Dre Doyle was away 
on holidays. Unfortunately, I was not aware of this 
when I left Winnipeg.

Dear Inspector Hamilton, 


As I stated in conversation the other 
evening, our water supply continues low. ‘The reservoir 
on the hill has stood alk summer about three feet below 
the top of the tank, which cuts off our supply for the 
flush box in the bathroom of our residence. We have 
had to use a pail all summer in this connection. We 
have been studying ways and means of lessening the consumption 
and find that childrens''bathe take a great deal of water and 
frequently run us short on Saturday, and this shortage sometimes 
extends over Sunday. The bathing is done on Friday and Saturday 
as a@rule. We find that Y,M.CA.s and similar institutions have 
replaced the bath tubs with shower baths. We believe that if 
properly organized and supervised, we could get ®hrough our 
bathing each week with less than half the amount of water we 
now use. Then, there is no questione that the showers are much 
more sanitary than tubs, 


I have taken the matter up with Yates, 
Neale & Company ahd had them estimate on taking out the four 
tubs on the boys side and three on the girle and placing three 
shower baths on each side. This of course necessitates fixing 
the floor and the drain so as to properly care for the water 
that is used. The enclosed letter is their estimate. 


I would appreciate very much your 
good offices in having this work cared for by the Department, 
if they approve of same. 

We have just been checking over the 
tables and benches with a view of making what temporary repairs 
are absolutely necessary in order to carry on till new ones 
can be secured. We will be glad if this can be done soon,

I wish to acknowledge Department 
letter 133-0-5 dated November 19th am to report 
that I have discussed with Dr. Doyle, the principal 
of the Brandon Indian Residential School the question 
of a new garage. 


It is necessary to build a garage 
large enough to accomodate one car and two trucks. 
The large truck is approximately 22 feet long from 
bumper to bumper. Consequently it will be necessary 
to have a building 24 ft. wide and 28 ft. long. 
This allows 8 ft. for each of the car and small truck 
and 12 ft. for the truck. The old garage is constructed 
of cement and, in my opinion, it is not a safe place 
to store cars. The location, I think, is the one most 
suitable. Therefore it would be necessary to destroy 
the present garage before a new one could te erected. 


I think the estimate of $1000.00 
is high and I would suggest that a plan for a garage 
be drawn up am a price obtained from builders on the 
approved list at Brandon. I would be pleased to 
hear from the Department in this connection.

Dear Sir, 


I was glad to learn in our conversation 
yesterday that progress was being made in regard to 
securing garage accomodation here in the near future, as 
the situation in regard to the present garage is very 
much worse, The danger of collapse has become so 
imminent that we think it unwise to even run a car or 
truck in for over night. Some parts of the wall are in 
danger of falling in, the north wall and the north end of 
the roof have shifted considerably recently and the roof 
is so badly cracked that wen the snow melts or it rains the 
water comes through freely, 


I would like very much if a garage cold be 
built that could be heated, as in the extreme winter 
weather it is not only very difficult to get cars started 
but the grease and oil become so hard that it is injurious 
to the car during the time it is running until these become 
soft. 


I have checked up on the measurements and find thd 
the two garages suggested 26' x 18' x 9( will accomaate our 


requirements, providing that one of them has a door space 
full 16' wide. 


The tearing down and removal of at least part of 
the material of the present garage and the leve lling up of 
the debria to make a fit foundation and floor for the new 
garage or garages will cost approximately $100.00. 


I would think it advisable that this part of 
the work be done as soon as possible as men could he secured 
more cheaply before the work of spring commences. 

We would certainly appreciate getting this 
accomodation as early as possible as our large tnuck, 
@specially, will deteriorate considerably if it has to 
remain out through all kinds of weather,

I wish to acknowledge your letter 133-0+-5 
dated January 25th, and to say that I have discussed 
this matter with Dr. Doyle when in Brandon last week, 
and enclosed is a copy of a letter just received from him. 


You will note that Dr. Doyle is quite 
prepared to accept the two garages 18 ft. wide, 9 ft. high 
and 26 ft. long, but points out that one of these must 
have a door space full 16 ft. wide. 


i would also draw your attention tothe 
second paragraph of Dr. Doyle's letter, which I think 
should be given some consideration, I think you will 
agree that it would be practically impossible to heat a 
metal garage. It is also practically impossible to 
start a car in this country, during the winter, if the 
garage is not heated. The price of these two garages 
would be $592.00 and it would require appoximately $100.00 
to take the old garage down and prepare the site for the 
erection of the new buildings. This makes a total of almost 
$700.00 and we have two buildings instead of one which, to 
say the least would be very difficult to heat. I em 
still of the opinion that plans should be drawn up for 
@ garage the size required and quotations ohtained from 
firms on the approved list. If this were done, I doubt 
if there would be much difference in the total expenditure 
incurred.

Mr. JH. Atkinson, of our Engineering staff, 
made an inspection of the water supply system and in his 
preliminary report stated that - 


"there undoubtedly was an abundant supply 
of water in the vicinity as evidenced by the con- 
tinued flow of a spring situated about 1,700 feet 
north of the school and 80 feet above it in elevation. 
The springs, which constitute the present source of 
supply, are 450 feet from the school and about 25 feet 
above its ground floor.” 


He is of the opinion that, since water is 
still available in this area, an attempt should be 
made to improve the existing collection system by 
excavation of the hillside above and level with the 
spring and also by installing additional tile intakes 
from the hillside to the spring or reservoirs, which 
could be done at a very reasonable cost. If this did 
not remedy the condition, then recourse could be had 
to the spring mentioned in the preceding para gra | ph as 
situated 1,700 feet north of the school." 


Mr. Atkinson proposes to go into the matter 
further and we hope to let you have his final report in 


the near future.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter 
of March 21, No. 133-0-5, concerning the kitchen range here. 


The top sections of the stove were so badly 
warped, and one of them cracked entirely across, which made 
it necessary to secure new tops at once. When this work was 
being done, we felt it better to make the experiment in 
regard to the blower recommended by Mr. Sutherland, referred 
to in my letter of March 13. The experiment was entirely 
satisfactory and would have been carried on without making 
the matter permanent until we had further word from you, 
except for the facts that the undergrate was so seriously 
warped that the fire was running through into the ash box, 
not only wasting fuel but complicating the situation, then 
the Bower we were using had to be returned, and we felt the 
only wise thing to do was to go ahead and have this equip- 
ment permanently installed. It is now completed and is work- 
ing very satisfactorily. When the new grates were first put 
in, the openings were too small and had to be drilled out. 
This added somewhat to the cost. I had McDowell and Doke 
send an itemized statement, which I enclose herewith. There 
is one extra item of $2.50 included. There had never been 
a damper in the pipe leading from the laundry heater. When 
the laundry heater was being overhauled we had this damper 
put in.

Further to my report of the lst instent on the 
above matter, I may say that I have again visited the 
school to meke ea more thorough investigation of the pro- 
Dlem end in this connection I have the following to report: 


Upon a close inspection of the three concrete 
chambers referred to in my previous report, I found that 
conditions were as reported, with one exception, the 
chambers are 6‘ x 10" x 10' in size, and have ae capacity of 
11,250 gallons, and not 18,750 as stated previously. As 
suggested in my previous report the construction of these 
tenks appears to be contrary to the best methods, and in 
my opinion the reeson for a shortage of water is a result 
of this type of construction, and | would therefore re- 
commend that the following work be carried out on these 
chambers, before any major expenditure is considered: 


(1) Sinee the three chambers are entirely open at the 
bottom, thet is they rest on the sandy floor, I would 
suggest thet we sheet pile, with 3" built-up material, 
the south wall of the chambers. The material used 
should be 4' in length in order that it may be driven 
on the inside of each chamber. 


In addition to this work I would suggest that a trench 
be dug from the South East corner end also from the S. 
West corner of the block of chambers. This trench 
would be excavated to a depth of 8', which is the depth 
of the floor, and would be about 40' in length, as 
indicated on the atteched sketch. In this trench sheet 
piling should be placed, throughout its entire bngth, 
and back-filled with olay, not gravelly soil, of which 
the local soil consists. 


To improve the flow to the tanks I would suggest thet 
three lines of weeping tile be placed in the trenches 
indicated on the plan. I would suggest that these 
trenches be excavated to a depth of approximately 6', 
with of course e grade to the collection chambers, and 
I believe thet it would be of considerable advantage 
if coarse screened gravel were used in the bottom of 
the treneh, to a depth of at least one foot. 
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I believe that this proposed work, if carried 
out, will result in an increase of water during the season 
of the year when shortages usuelly take plece, but I would 
strongly recommend that every attempt be made to have this 
work carried out at the sarliest possible moment, in order 
thet the effect of the work could be determined, and not 
confused with the natural seasonal increase which may be 
expected quite soon.

You will note by the sketeoh that we show an old 
trench, and in this connection I may say that an attempt 
wes made some years ago to increase the storage capacity 
of the chambers vy the placing of sheet pease in the 
approximate loeation shown. I am advised that this work 
was of some value, but it appears to me that the piling 
would be placed to better advantage on the higher ground. 


I sincerely hope that this suggested work will 
be of benefit if carried out, and if it were possible I 
should be very happy to look after the work for you.

With further reference to our report of the 
29th ultimo in connestion with the above matter, we 
have now received a fuller report from Mr. Atkinson, 
copy of whieh is attached. Copy of sketch plan, re- 
ferred to in Mr. Atkinson's report, is also attached. 


As mentioned in our memorandum of the 29th 
ultimo, there appears to be no doubt that there is an 
abundant supply of water in the vicinity and that a 
sufficient supply could be assured by piping same from 
@ spring situated about 1700 feet north of the Sehool. 
However, as this would involve a considerable expendi- 
ture, it is felt that further experimental deve lopment 
at the springs, from which water is now obtained and 
which ere only 450 feet from the School, should first 
be underteken. 


It will be noted that Mr. Atkinson is 
apparently of the same opinion as he recommends 
development work at the present inteke estimated to 
cost $337.00. It would seem that the suggestion 
should improve the situation and furnish @ more 
generous supply of water. We, therefore, conour in the 
suggestion that work estimated to cost $337.00 should 
be undertaken. In this connection it will be noted 
Mr. Atkinson recommends thet if this work is approved 
it should be carried out at the earliest possi ble 
moment in order that the effect of such work could be 
determined end not confused with the natural seasonal 
inorease which may be shortly expected.

Dear Sir: 


When visiting a few evenings ago at the Indian industrial 
school, I was shown around by Dr. Doyle, the principal. 
Dr. Doyle is an exceptionally able administrator, as well 
as a successful principal. 


Several repairs and changes at the school are practically 
imperative without delay, in order to avoid greater 
expenditure later. The order of necessity would stand 
somewhat as follows: 


1. The water problem still remains. The development of a 
new stream has helped, but it is yet altogether insufficient 
for the residence. A small pressure tank at a cost of about 
$100.00 would be sufficient to overcome this difficulty. 


2. The garage, a heavy old cement structure, is falling to 
pieces. One of the staff will not risk his car in it at all. 
Repairs to this old tumbledown building are out of the question. 
The erection of a garage to be in readiness for the coming 
winter cannot be delayed. Dr. Doyle is most anxious that a 
workshop for the boys be installed over the garage. Heating 
facilities can be cheaply taken care of from the main building. 
The whole trend is in favour of manual training, and this 
cannot be followed without facilities. 


3. he school has entered upon honey production with every 
promise of success, and much to the interest of the scholars. 
There is a small building, old and unused, which, if moved to 
another location, would be mde at little cost into a desirable 
bee house. 


4. The gym is over a rough workshop used for repairs to farm 
implements, etc. Entrance at present to the gym is quite 
unsuitable and dangerous. Outside stairs could be easily 
erected, and the present difficulty thereby eliminated. 
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5. In several places, and particularly at the principal's 
residence, the eaves troughing is completely gone, and the 
foundations are being impaired. 


6. There is a very nice chapel, but the stage curtains are 
just about a thing of the past, and should be replaced. Only 
comparatively small curtains are required. 


7. A small sleeping balcony on the east end of the main 
building should be fitted with mosquito screening. For lack 
of screening, it is almost impossible to use the balcony at 
night. 


8. There is considerable interior painting that should be 
done at once during the holidays. This has been necessary 
for some time, and it would be false economy to disregard the 
need any longer. 


All the above are vitally necessary, and delay in the work 
would, in my judgment, be a mistake. The main building is an 
excellent one, and in good shape. 

Dr. Doyle is doing very fine work in this school. I was much 
impressed with the happy, animated expression of the boys and 
girls, as compared with the stolidity which one might expect. 

I would suggest that Mr. E. Fulcher, 402 - 22nd Street, 

Brandon, be asked to give you estimates on building and repairs, 
and that Crane Bros. and Geo. Hickling be asked for figures 

on painting.

May I refer to departmental letter, 
relating to the above noted subject, dated June 16, 1939, 


I am enclosing herewith, for your inform- 
ation and for any comment you may care to make, copy of 
a letter received by this Branch from Reverend J. A. 
Doyle. It is exceedingly difficult to make provision 
at this date for any additions or alterations such as the 
one suggested by the Principal. It would save our In- 
spectors and officials a great deal of trouble if prin- 
Cipals of residential schools would only realize that 
our estimates are prepared prior to the opening of 
Parliament each year and cannot be altered except in the 
case of an emergency. 


I am anxious, however, that you should 
discuss, just as soon as you can conveniently do so, the 
erection of this garage with Mr. Doyle. I am deeply 
interested in the promotion of vocational instruction, 
but I am opposed, for a number of reasons, to an up- 
stairs work-shop. I have learned from experience that 
such work-shops are wholly unsuitable for manuel training. 
It is awkward and a great waste of time to get the lumber 
necessary into such buildings. Then again, the vibration 


caused by electrically operated machinery is always a 

source of annoyance and always contributes to the deterior- 

ation of the et itself. If you consider a vocational

shop could be established, provision might be made for the 
establishment of such a shop in the estimates of next year. 
The construction of the garage, however, should proceed 

at once.

With further reference to the water supply at the Brandon 
Indian Residential School, enclosed herewith are copies of a report 
and plan submitted by Mrs Atkineon under date of the 26th ultimo. 


Mr. Atkinson discusses the situation under three heads: 


(1) - This would be feasible but would require the in- 
stallation of pumping equipment and a water softener. 


(2) Bxbension of present gource of supply - More water could 
be obtained but there is no guarantee that the supply would 
be adequate. This proposal is not favoured by the school 
officials but their opinions should not be the controlling 
factor in the case. 


The aetna cost of this projeet, whieh would provide an 


adequate supply, is about $3,700.00. It is favoured strongly 
by the school authorities and Mr, Atkinson is of the opinion 
that it whould be carried out at the earliest possible date. 


Referring to project (3), Mr. Gow in a letter dated October 
24th, 1934, stated that this spring showed « substantial flow but that 
it was used by cattle, presented an unsightly looking scource of water 
supply, and was no doubt badly contaminated. He estimated that the 
cleaning up of the spring and impounding of the water would cost about 
$1,500.00. The clearing up of the site and its pretection from con- 
tamination do not appear to be covered im Mr. Atkinson's estimate. 
Moreover, if construction is undertaken mow it will be under winter 
conditions with higher coste for all items of work. 


From Inspector Hamilton's letter of October jrd last, it 
might be inferred that the situation was serious, yet Mr. Atkinson's 
wire of the 6th idem stated that he hed examined the system and found 
no shortage. The sehool may be operating under a handicap and the 
extension of the water supply system would undoubtedly be advant 
However, the existing supply has served requirements for some time 
the past year accerding to Sngineer Atkinson's report “the season 
been one of the driest in the history of Branden". Under the cire 
stances and in view of existing conditions we do not feel the exp 
ture for scheme (3) is justified at present. It is recommended t 
Engineer Atkinson be requested to investigate scheme (2) and furnish | 
anf estimate of cost for consideration.

Re: Brandon Indian Residential 
School Water Supply. 


In reference to your request for an inspection 
of the above mentioned water system, I may say that I have 
visited the sehool and made a thorough survey of the whole 
situation, and have the following to report in this connection: 


Regarding the work carried out, at my suggestion 
and under my direction, during the early summer, I may say 
that at this time there appears to have been no beneficial 
results whatsoever. This, of course, is difficult to deter- 
mine, as the season has been one of the driest in the history 
of Brandon, but in that the system is still short of water, 
the benefit, if any, was insufficient for the purpose. 


Since it is imperative thet an adequate water 
supply be established, I investigated the available sources 
of supply, which are as follows: 


(1) Wells. 
(2) Additional work in the vicinity of 
the existing tank and springs. 


(3) Springs to the North of the school, 
and at a distance of about 1,700 feet. 


(1) Regarding a supply from a system of wells, or 
from a well, this is undoubtedly quite feasible, but any 
sueh scheme would necessitate the installetion of storage 
tanks, and would also depend on pumping. In addition, the 
water is very hard and would necessitate the installation 
of a softener. 


(2) I am quite convinced that more water could be 
diverted to the existing tanks by the construction of drein- 
age ditches covering a larger area in the immediate vicinity 
of the existing water system supply tank. However, I would 
not suggest that this work be undertaken, as I am convinced 
that only one project will meet with the approval of the 
local authorities, and that is the project covered in the 
next paragraph. 


(3) The proposal to connest the sehool system to tne~ __ 
springs to the North of the school has geen advocated for a 
long time, and in that there is apparently an adequate supply

I have, therefore, pre- 
pared a plan covering such an installation, and forwardéd 
it to you under separate cover. The following is an es- 
timate of the cost of the proposed work:

With reference to the flew from the springs to 
which we propose constructing the pipe line, I may say that 
I 414 not measure the flow in the stream, but from a rough 
Caloulation based on a minimum cross section, I estimate a 
flow of at least 28,000 gallons per day. 


Regerding the proposed pipe size for the new 
line, I may say that it is based on the following: 


Elevation proposed tank outlet 188.0' 
Elevation proposed discharge 130.0° 


Available static head in feet 58.0°' 


Prietional loss in 1,700 feet of 4" pipe 

with delivery of 40 G.P.M. is 

0.22 x 17 = 3.74' 3.74' 
Pressure will therefore be 23.5 lbs. at the g 
building. 


With a 3” pipe based on the same delivery, 
the available pressure would be 18.5 lbs. 


Since the upper story of the main building is about 
40 feet above the discharge, it would seem wise to 
install the 4" main. 


The cost of the propesed system as submitted has 
been very carefully considered, but a very close check of 
all detail would be appreciated. 


I regret the fact that I was unable to mail on the 
25th as promised, but I can assure you that every effort hes 
| me ey made to get the detail to you at the earliest possible

Re - Water supply, Brandon Indian 
Residential School. 


Confirming advice by telephone yesterday, 
our Engineer states that his proposal to open up new springs 
in the vicinity of the present intake is not feasible at the 
present time and that the only satisfactory plan is to install 
a new line and take water from the upper spring where the flow 
is excellent. The upper spring is some 1,700 feet north of the 
school and has an estimated flow of 28,000 gallons per day. 


To undertake the installation of the pipe 
under winter conditions would cost $4,000.00, including material. 
Our Chief Engineer points out, however, that the installation of 
the new pipe in the frozen ground, under frost conditions, would 


have to be very carefully done as, with frost in the pipe, there 
is a possibility that the water would freeze just as soon as it 
reached the pipe. Eventually, the ring of ice would practically 
fill the pipe at variov&points. 


While the installation could be made, it seems 
advisable that it be deferred until the spring and water hauled 
to the extent required. It is very likely that the Indian Agent 
could obtain the loan of a water tank from the City of Brandon 
for the winter months and obtain water from the most convenient 
source of supply. 


In the meantime, we will preparg,a Bill of 
Material.

Reverend Sir: 


The Department has received from the 
Surveys & Engineering Branch several reports re- 
garding the water supply at the Brandon Indian 
residential school. The last report suggests a 
possible expenditure of $4000.00. No provision 
was made for such an expenditure in the current 
year’s appropriation and due to pesent conditions 
IT am unable to state definitely whether or not 
this amount will be available in our appropriation 
for the fiscal year 1940-41. 


In the lest report the engineer suggests 
that if additional water is required it be hauled 
from the city of Brandon. We are advised that you 
could obtain the loan of a water tank from the city 
of Brandon for the winter months and you could then 
obtain water from the most convenient source of supply.

Dear Inspector Hamilton: 


Following our conversation of a few days ago, I wish to 
write a proposal concerning a manual training building for this school. 
Ae I understand from a letter from Dr. Cochrane, that owing to the 
economy of expenditure made necessary by war demands, the Department 
would not likely go to the exp nse of additional building in the near 
future. As I stated to you the other day we are now in a financial 
position to engage a manual training teacher for the first time since 
I have taken over the school here; and I am very anxious that this 
work should be initiated and put on its feet before my work here has 
terminated. I wish also to say that our recent experience in employing 
a woman to give full time and individual instruction to our girls in 
the making of 911 sorts of garments and clothing, including girle' 
winter coats, has been exceedingly encour*ging. The girls are res- 
ponding splendidly and doing much better work than was anticipated. 

I am sure the same reeults could be achieved with the boys. 


My proposition is this. If the Department will allow us an 
increase of five in our pupilage, for the next school year it would 
put us in financial condition so that we could put up the building out 
of echool funds. At the present time we have four on supernumerary, 
and thie also helps toward the «nd which we have suggested. The 
building we would suggest could be placed on the new garage, as stated 
in my letter of October 6. The roof of this garage, 4s on a level with 
the’ grourid“on the north sidd and hae sufficient strength to carry any 
weight that might be placed on it in this conmeotion. It would have 
six windows, three on the east and three on the west, a suitable door 
for the north, rubberoid roof, would be a frame building with paper 
and stucco. Mr. Spratling's estimated cost isa $750.00. 


As far as equipment is concerned, plumbing would need to be 
installed, and light, also benches, We have a few tools and there would 
need to be some expenses for additions along this line. 

I quite realize the scarcity of funds, but if this can be 
done, I know it would be of great advantage to a large number of our 
boys in this school. 

Trusting it may receive favourable consideration, I am

Attached is @ copy of a letter just 
received from Dr. Doyle, Principal of the Indian Residential 
School at Brandon. 


I visited the school last week and 
was delighted with the splendid garage which has just 
been erected, which will accommodate two trucks and a 
car. 


The entire building is constructed 
with cement, reinforced with steel. Dr. Doyle is very 
anxious to build another storey on top of the garage, 
bringing it to the level of the back of the main school 
building. He wishes this extra room in order that the 
indian boys may receive a thorough course in manual 
training and that the more intelligent boyg who grad- 
uate from the school be able to do any kind of carpentry 
work. 


This is a training, in my opinion, 
which is sadly lacking in all our institutions and I 
hope some consideration can be given to Dr. Doyle's 
re que st, 


There is no question, but that there 
is plenty of room in the dormitory of this school to 
accommodate the extra five pupils requested by Dr. Doyle. 
However, if the increased number of pupils is not possible 
weuld the Department consider erecting the addition to 
the building at the cost of $750.00 as submitted by Dr. 
Doyle.

Dear Sir: 


I am in receipt of your letter of the 2nd 
instant enclosing copy of letter received from the 
Principal of the Brandon Indien residential school 
with reference to a proposed manual training building. 


I am extremely interested in the Principal's 
suggestion and if funds were available would authorize 
him to proceed at once. However, at the present time 
our appropriation for the current fiscal year is 
totally assigned and it is not possible to provide 
the amount that would be necessary. 


In regard to the Principal's suggestion tmt 
the pupilage be increased I regret that this procedure 
cannot be adopted. We have similar requests from 
practically all Indian residential schools throughout 
Canada and we have been obliged to give all of them 
the same answer. In view of the above the erection 
of the voeational training building will have to be 
deferred until after April 1 next. It is hoped that 
funds will then be available.

Referring to your memorandum of the 
4th instant in the above connection, I might say that as 
you assume, Mr. Atkinson made a further inspection of 
conditions on or about November 22nd in accordance with 
the instructions given him by Mr. Mills to investigate 
the possibility of an extension of the present source of 
supply 


The Engineer found that under conditions 
existing at the time of this last inspection it was not 
feasible to undertake scheme 2 and that the only course open 
to ensure a steady supply was the adoption of scheme 8 which 
provided for the use of the upper springs. 


There is always a possibility that 
increased eg ts Lani in the locality within the next few 
months would improve the present source of supply sufficiently 
for the needs of the School. Under these circumstances, and in 
view of the fact that a winter installation along the lines of 
plan 3 is not advisable, it seems best for the present to have 
the School haul additional water that is required.

Dear Sir: 


Your letter ot December 4, No. 
133-0-5, is before me. We are naturally very much disa- 
ppointed that the work necessary to get a better supply of 
water is further delayed. We @re conserving the consump- 
tion of water in every possible way, both in the school and 
by driving the cattle to surface water in the vicinity. 
Nothwithstanding, the supply of water in the reservoir is 
continually standing at a lower level, there only being a 
few inches in the lowest part at the intake, and none at 
the outside of the tank. 


We are now making provision to haul 
water to the stables from & nearby supply; but as we have 
a large number of livestock this is going to entail a 
great deal of extra work; and if the supply in the reser- 
voir continues to grow less, as it has been doing, it will 
be impossible to haul sufficient amount for the school. I 
will let you know later as to how we are getting along.

The water situation continues to get 
worse. We shut off everything from the spring during 
the night, and some mornings there is not sufficient 
Supply accumulated to do us till after breakfast. 


Rev. Mr. Jones of Portage School was 
here some time ago and he recounted having dug a well 
in the root house behind the horse stable about twenty 
years ago, which supplied the stock. We examined the 
place and found where the well had been but it was filled 
in. We dug it out and deepened it a little beyond the 
former depth, but we only get a flow of water sufficient 
for the stock for about three days out of the week. We 
are hauling some water and get partial supply for the 
laundry from the pressure tank which is supplied from a 
well near by. 


We sincerely hope that the situation can 
be relieved in the spring.

I have stated in @ previous letter 
that I would keep you iniormed as to the water situation 
here. I am sorry to report that the situation does not 
improve, but rather grows worse. The well I referred to, 
which we discovered in the root house of the horse barn, 
is giving less Water all the time. We dug another shallow 
well below the School, from which we get some water, and 
these two together give us almost enough for the live- 
stock. 


During previous years, during the end 
of January or some time during early February, water hes 
broken out in the cellar of the Principal's residence, 
but this year up to the present there has been no sign 
of any, and the supply from the spring grows gradually 
less and varys considerably. We have found this phenom- 
enon existing ever since the supply began to seriously 
lessen, some days at the present there is very little 
water comes from this source. The water in the well to 
the east of the School, from which we get a partial supply 
for the School, stands now at the lowest level in our 
experience here.

In response to the recuest contained in Yr. 
Jackson's memorandum of May 24, I am sending forward 
herewith copy of a report from the Surveys and Fnzineering 
Branch and certain correspondence relating to the above 
notec subject. 


The Brandon Residential School is one of a 
number of schools at which the water supply appears to be 
wholly inadequate to meet institutional needs. The sane 
condition exists at the Chapleau Residential School, 
Chapleau, Ont., and at Sandy Bay Residential Sehool, 
Manitoba. This condition exists despite the fact that 
we have been spending large sums of money in recent years 
to provide an adequate supply of water at a number of 
schools, There is in the estimates of this year an item 
of $4,990.90 to pay for the system installed at the 
Shingwauk Residential School, Sault Ste. Marie, Ont. 

This work was undertaken and completed last year. If 
regret to state, however, thet it was not possible to 
include in the estimates of this year the amount of money 
necessery to undertake the installation of water supply 
systems at Brandon or the other schools. The total amount 
included in this year's estimates for repairs and ceneral 
upkeep at the Brandon school is £500.90.

In the current year's appropriation an amount 
of $3,500.99 is provided for the erection of a new day 
sehoo! at Ahouseht, British Columbia. This bulleine 
was intended to provide educational facilities for the 
chil¢ren in thet district owing to the destruction by 
fire of the main pert of the Ahoussht Resi¢ential School 
on Jenuary ©7, 1940. I have been in communication with 
Indian Commissioner MacKay and slso had a recent interview 
with Reverend George Dorey, D.D., Associate Secretary, 
Board of Home ¥issions, United Church of Canada, who has 
just returned from a visit to British Columbia. 


It hes becn pointed out that the attendance at 
the Ahousaht Day School will not be large and that there 
will be available at this point two buildines, formerly 
used in connection with the Ahousaht Residenttal School, 
One of these buildings ean be used for a classroom and 
the other for a teacher's residence. While these two 
buildings are situated approximately one-half mile from 
the villace of Ahouseaht, there appears to be no necessity 
for incurring expenditure in erecting another butl¢éin;: 
when the two mentioned are available and will meet our 
recuirements. 


Under the above circumstances, I reconmuend 
that the money provided for the erection of a school 
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at this point be used for providing a new water supply 
at the Srandon Indian Residential School, In this 
connection I would refer you to Ur. Jackson's memorandum 
of May £3 and Mr. Pratt's memorandum of May 26, with 
regard to the communications received from Mr. J. E. 
Matthews, Me. P, 


In November, 1939, this Branch arranced with 
the Surveys and Engineering Branch to have one of their 
engineers proceed to Brandon and investigate the water 
situation. He has supplied a report indicating thet an 
adequate water supply can be obtained for an amount not 
exceeding $4,099.00. 


With the amount not used at Ahousaht, plus a 
sum of $500.00 ineluéed in the current year's approp- 
riation for repairs ané improvements at the ®randon 
School, we would have sufficient funds to do this work, 
which ts bes ee: af very necessary, as the school cannot 
operate successfully under the present water conditions.

As requested, I have visited the above mentioned 
school in connection with the suggested revision of my 
original estimate of cost of proposed work because of the 
suggested use of Indian labour and a foreman contractor. 

In connection with this matter, I may say that I have 
interviewed Doctor Doyle, the Principal of the Indian School, 
and requested any further detail which may have a bearing on 
the actual cost of the job, and he advised me that sime all 
the senior boys have been graduated, there is not and will 
not be any Indian Labour available for the proposed work. 

Dr. Doyle also informed me that he has no qualified foreman 
available for the job in mind. 


I told Dr. Doyle that from our letter of instructions, 
it appeared that he had suggested that the work could be carried 
out at a reduced cost to that of my estimate, and he assured 
me that he had arrived at this conclusion from conversations 
with certain local contractors only and not by any actual 
estimating method. I further suggested to Dr. Doyle that the 
situation with regard to the whole matter is still exactly 
the same as at the time of my original estimate, and he agreed 
with me. 


I did, however, suggest to Dr. Doyle that since I 
had made the original estimate in October, 1939, and anticipated 
doing the work at that time of year, that my estimate might be 
reduced. After due consideration of my original figures, however, 
and taking into consideration the swampy nature of the ground 
in the vicinity of the proposed tank site, also parts of the 
intake line, I would only suggest the reduction of the item 
"Miscellaneous" by $300.00, making the revised estimated cost 
of the work $35,390.00. 


I shall be glad to supervise this proposed work if 
and when it is carried out.

The Department is in receipt of a letter 
from the Reverend J. A. Doyle, Principal of the Prandon 
Indian Residential School, in which he suggests that 
this Braneh purchase and supply to the school fire 
extinguishers for the cattle barn. 


A circular attached to the Principal's 
communication indicates that these extinguishers are 
reasonably inexpensive and cost approximately $12 each,

barns. 


You might, at your convenience, advise 
the Department if these extinguishers, in your judgment, 
are really necessary.

I was very glad to hear through my friend Mr. J. Kk 
Mathews, Me P. that definite action had been taken 

in regard to the water situation in connection with 
this school. I felt however I should let you know 
that the situation continues to grow much worse. ‘The 
Spring from which we were getting a partial supply for 
the live sto¢k has dried up entirely. The well that 
We opened up at the back of the horse barn from which 
we got @ good supply during the winter does not yield 
enough for more than three or four horses. We are 
driving the most of the cattle to a ravine north of 
the school and hauling water for those see required 

to be kept in the stable. We are getting practically 
no use from our frigid-aire plant as the supply of 
water which it requires is so limited and intermitting. 
It ie unsage to leave this plant in action unless we 
are assured of & constant water supply. 


In about a week the pupils will commence returning 
from holidays and the need for more water will be 
increased, making the situation more difficult. 
We certainly will appreciate as early action as 
possible in securing & new supply of water and will 
be glad to cooperate in any way we can to fecilitate 
this work,

I wish to acknowledge your letter 133-0-5, 
dated August 22, and to report as follows: 


There are three large barns at the Brandon 
School, in which are housed some splendid stock, and eact 
fall a large quantity of feed. 


Two years ago a fire ocourred in the horse barn 
and but for the fact that prompt action was possible and 
the experimental farm assisted, I fear that a high-priced 
barn would have been lost. It is thought the fire started 
from the overheating of new hay and instant combustion 
took place, 


The buildings are wired and electric lights are 
in use, but I do not think this is sufficient guarantee of 
safety. I would recommend three fire extinguishers, one 
for each barn, and I understand these will cost about $12.00 
each, F,0.3B. Winnipeg. 


I know that in these times, should a barn be 
lost it cannot he replaced because funds are not availah 
It is therefore most important that we take what precaut 
we oan, I think this emall expense is well worthwhile.

1. Brandon Indian Residential School. 


T was at Brandon on August 27 and went over ail 
the buildings with the Principal, Rev. J. A. Doyle, PD.P. 
I found everything in good condition and it should not be 
necessary to expend any large amount on repairs for some 
time. The Principal was anxious regarding the water 
situation and I advised him that as far as ve vere awure 
the necessary work would be done in the near future. 


Dr. Doyle will reach retirement age in 1941 and 
expects to leave the Indian work at that time. "hen the 
present Brandon sehool was erected in 10P9-39, a principal's 
residence was not provided, due to the fact that it was 
considered at that time it was unnecessary to replace the 
principal's residence, which had been in use for some years. 
At the present time this building is in very bad repair. 
porte 4 it is grecually sinking and as & result the 
floors are warped and the plaster is continually falling. 
There is no basement under this building, although some 
years ago & small space was dug to provide for a furnace. 

In the event of a new principesl being appointed next year, 

it is cuite likely we will have a request for extensive 
repairs to the present building or a new building, At that 
time the whole question should receive ve eeareful consider- 
ation. The present building is extremely larce, in fact aueh 
larger than is required for e@ principal's residence at a 
residential school, Instead of expending the large amount 
that would be necessary to repeir the present building, If 

am inelined to feel that it would be preferable to erect 

a new principal's residence.

In reference to the repairs about the School here which we 
looked over at the time Dr. McGill and yourself were here, 

I beg to submit the following estimates and suggestions. 
Contractors have been 80 busy around here with R.A.¥. work 
that it has taken 4 little time to get information from them. 


Re the roof, The firm of MeDowell and Doke examined the roof 
with me and we found that on many parts of the roof the tar 
and gravel had completely washed away leaving the roofing paper 
exposed and already showing signs of weathering. ‘This type of 
roof I understand should he retarread within ten years, but it 
is now 12 or 13 years since the roofs were put on. I concur 
in their recommendation that the entire roof should be cl eaned 
of gravel and re-coated with tar and gravel. ‘The flashings 
around the edges have in many places worked loose and these 
will need to be reset and rechinked. At one place on the main 
roof the roofing paper has split from one side of the building 
to the other along one of the two ridges. ‘he other ridge 
needs reinforcing before 4t likewise splits. Around the 
hopper on the Chapel roof the paper has become damaged. In 
these two places the building now leaks. 


Their estimate for all of the above work is g390.00. If funds 
are not available this fall to do the entire roof 1 would 
suggest that the two places be repaired and recoated at once 
and the balance of the roof finished in the spring. ‘This 

{mme diate repair work would take about $50.006 


Re the barn. over the barns 
with me. He recommen rtion of the sills 
and timbers be cut away, p about two 
feet on top of the old foundation, th n this 
wall, the side wall be straightened w 

floor joists be put in under the driveway 4 

of joists spliced with new pieces, and the floor re 
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rotted through. He estimated the cost of all this would 
not be more than $175.00. 


We exemined the shingles and found those on the south side 
including the extension in very bad condition, beyond repair- 
ing. Mr. Spratling thinks that the north side could be 
repaired to last a few years, mt he estimated the shingling 
Would cost about $400.00. 


it is imperative that the wall and floor of the barn be done 
at once, but I would suggest that if the funds are not 
available thie fall the shingling might be left over until 
next spring. 


Re the chimney on the Principal's residence. ‘his of course 
is imperative and his estimate was $25.00 to rebuild the 
chimney from the roof up. 


Re the pig-pen. Mr, Spratling is working on estimates for 
two different ways to overcome the difficulty. As soon as 
i receive them I will forward them to you, and 1 hope some- 
thing can be done about it this fall. 


There are some other things around the place that I would 
like to have fixed up next summer. How soon should I have 
these items and the eetimates of their cost in to you?

In accordance with our previous conversation, we 
have prepared a sketch and estimate of the work which should 
be done on the electrical distribution system of your School. 
We are enclosing herewith, also, a sheet of symbols which 
should enable you to interpret the sketch. 


The work to be done, as we agreed, is listed as 
follows: 


(1) Pole 2 to be removed and replaced by a new 35 ft. pole 

about 50 ft. north of present location to skirt pre- 
tole? posed Girls! Playground. 

(2)*Same as Item (1) 

(3) Guy and anchor removed and attached to opposite side 
of Pole 4. 

(4) Pole 6 moved 10 ft. north, approximately, to straighten 
line and clear evergreen tree. 

(5) Poles 7, 8, and 9 to be replaced by new 30 ft. poles in 
view of deterioration of present poles. 


In addition to above, we have noted one or two other 
poles to be replaced near the barns; some tree trimming and 
wire tightening to be done; and a few other improvements to 
be made. The total cost of all this work is $179.30. 


We suggest that you communicate with your department 
and recommend that this work be done in the interests of safety.

I am enclosing correspondence which I 
have just received from the Manitoba Power 
Commission, in reference to our distribution 
system within the School property. 


A short time ago the electrical engineer 
and head linesman were here because of & blow- 
out through lightning. They pointed out to me 
that in one place particularly, the line was in 
@ very dangerous condition, and so we went over 
the whole distribution system. At one point 
between poles 1 and 2, wires are so low that you 
can almost reach them with an upstretched hand. 
The insulation on the wires is becoming so old 
and worn that in some places it is breaking away, 
leaving the wires in a very dangerous position. 
By putting a higher pole in at number 2, and 
moving it to a little higher ground to the north, 
this danger can be eliminated. I asked them of 
the possibility of running the wires at the edge 
of the girls' playground, instead of across it, 
with the pole in the centre of the playground. 
This they measured out and considered very feasible 
indeed advisable, replacing pole number 3 with @ 
higher pole to the north. Near pole number 6 & 
large shade tree on the edge of the lawn is grow- 
ing into the wires, and to eliminate danger from 
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Page 2. 


the high voltage wires, this would either have 
to be cut out or pole number 6 moved farther 
north, They recommended this latter, as it 
would also straighten the line. Poles 7, 8 and 

9 are deteriorating beneath the ground and 
becoming somewhat shaky. Likewise two poles 
near the barns need replacing. The good part 

of pole number 3 could be used for one of these, 
So @ total of six new poles is required. They 
are making us allowance for the old poles, as 
the top parts of them could be utilized in some 
of their other work. As they pointed out, where 
we have so many children, it is in the interests 
of safety to keep the line in good condition, 
and I would recommend that the improvements be 
carried on, and ask for authority for them to 
proceed with the work.

I called over to the Indian School yesterday to 
see Mr. Chapin, whom I had met for only a minute a year 
ago. He seems most anxious to give good service along 
all lines. 


I was glad to find that the added water supply 
is fairly satisfactory. Without that, they could not 
have carried on, 


Discussing the property, there are of course 
several major. improvements necessary, those to the 
residence, or a new residence, being just about imperative. 
Mr. Chapin realizes the present war difficulties, and no 
one could be more willing to co-operate than he. There 
are, however, some minor repairs which should be made 
without any delay so as to avoid further depreciation. 

No doubt the department has a list of those on file. The 
roof of the school, for instance, can be repaired now for 
a much smaller outlay than would soon be necessary. It 
is steadily deteriorating. There are several other 
minor matters which a capable man should be able to 
correct within a reasonable time, and undoubtedly the 
residence calls for attention before winter sets in. 


Capable men are difficult to secure here, at 
present, but I imagine if you were to take the matter up 
with Ed.

Our feed grinder has completly given out. It has 
come to the place where the plates are so worn they will not 
crush the grain. We tried to set them up a little more but 
the machine simple gummed up. The bearings on the machine 
are also so badly worn that new plates could not be put on 
without the risk of damage to them unless the whole machine 
is overhauled and new bearings put in. This would cost 
practically the price of a new grinder, and would not be 
ecomomy as the old machine is so old and shakey. I cannot 
find definitely when this was purchased but it goes back 
beyond twenty years so it has done good service. A lot of 
feed is put through it in a year.

Residential School inspected on May 14 and 15, 1943. 


The barns are in fair repair, except the roof 
on the south side of one stock barn. The shingles should 
be renewed and this was taken up last fall in my letter 
209-11 A.U. in reply to departmental letter 133-0-5, dated 
October 27th, 1942. It will require 40M shingles and the 
price on No. 1 is $8.00 per M, No. 2 $6.40 per M, less 10%.

I would again bring to your attention the fact that 
the roof on the school should be repaired and retarred. Last 
year Mr. Chapin secured a quotation submitted by McDowall 
and Duke on this work and the figure was $400.00. This 
figure covered certain repair work to the roofing, re-tarring 
and re-gravelling. I understand the present roof was what is 
termed a ten-year roof. We have passed that riod now and 
unless this work is carried out we may be obliged later to 
renew the roofing and this would involve heavy expense. 


I inspected the farm lands and found seeding 
operations well along. The fence posts along the road 
on three sides of the farm have almost all rotted off and 
the fence is hanging only by the odd good post. It will 
require approximately 350 posts to rebuild the fence and 
tamarac posts will cost 40¢ each for 5" posts; a total 
expenditure of $140.00. It is necessary to renew the 
fences not only to keep stock out but to keep our own 
stock on the farm. 


I inspected the two pumps in the school and found 
that one has recently been repaired and is in good con- 
dition. The large pump for fire use should be overhauled 
and a new valve or two may be required. Mr. Yates could 
not give a price because it is impossible to know the 
material required until the pump is dismantled. If strongly 
recommend that the necessary repairs be carried out.

I submit the following report on the Brandon 
Indian Residential School, inspected April 26th and 27th, 
1944, 


There are 132 pupils. The three classroom 
teachers are all qualified with years of experience, The 
classroom work is well advanced and I consider the pupils 
well along in their respective grades. 


The Department will pay grant for 156 pupils, 
so at present they are 24 p dls short. At the end of June 
when school is closed about 15 pupils will graduate, which 
will then make a total shortage of around 40 pupils. The 
chances of recruiting for this school are not good, because 
the parents feel the children are not well trained, nor are 
they well fed. Last year the food problem was a real point 
of issue with many. ortunately this has improved; but 
unfortunately the Indians have not forgotten. 


The school was clean and the dormitories in 
good condition. 


The Sewing Room is in charge of Miss Maguire. 
The children do very good work and the older girls can make 
most of their own clothes. The discarded army clothing is 
remade and used for both the boys and girls. 


The laundry work is supervised by Miss Boak. 
I found the work well done. The plaster is falling off the 
walls and ceiling in several places and the wrapping around 
the water pipe has rotted and fallen apart. This is due, 
I believe, to the excessive dampness, especially in the 
winter. ere are two ventilators in the ceiling but 
neither works. These should be repaired and if necessary 
@ large electric fan installed in the side wall. The fan 
could be used on wash days and would carry out the moisture. 
The repair work mentioned should be done during the summer 
when most of the children are away. 


Miss Cochrane is girls' supervisor, but at 
present is supplying in the kitchen. A new kitchen matron 
was expected this week. I was present when several meals 
were served and there appeared plenty as far as bulk is 
concerned. The meals consist of:- 


Breakfast - 1 cup of milk, 
Porridge with milk and sugar 


Bread with beef dripping. 


Dinner - Meat Stew 
Potatoes (boiled with jackets on) 
Carrots 
Rice pudding, bread, water to 
drink. 
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Supper - 
Vegetable Soup - lots of veretables in it, 
Bread spread with butter, 
Prunes Yonenced with custards and jellies) 
Tea for seniors - water for others, 


I feel certain the children have plenty of 
food, because the bread issue is liberal and they can have 
more if they ask. I did, however, feel that the beef stew 
consisted mostly of gravy. In my opinion more meat is re- 
quired. I would also recommend that hot cocoa be made with 
milk and served to the small children to replace the cold 
water. There is a Large herd of cattle kept at this school 
and there should be enough milk for cooking, puddings 
porridge and the making of cocoa. At present they get 
about 120 lbs. per milking, or 12 gallons per milking. 


Mr. LeFevre is the engineer. He is a new 
member of the staff and I doubt if his services will be 
retained for long. A younger and more active man is re- 
quired. In the children's wash rooms I found some taps 
not working and a number needing new washers. In view of 
the shortage of water the taps should all be in good repair 
and I told Mr. Chapin, the Principal, that he should have 
the engineer check these taps morning, noon and night. This 
would require only a few minutes and would no doubt prevent 
the waste of many gallons of water. 


It might be advisable to dig a trench around 
the north side of the basin in which the water is collected 
with a view to striking more water. If any extra were 
located it could then be directed into the basin. 


The faster in. the boys! playroom is broken 
in many places - even the V joint is split and pieces broken 
from the walls. Repair work to this room is urgently 
needed, The girls! playroom is in fair condition. Some 
glass is also needed for the windows. 


Miss Hart is in charge of the dispensary and 
infirmary. At present she has a few cases of mumps, but 
none is very sick. 


The large dairy barn measuring about 116 x 45 
is in fair condition. Some glass is needed for the windows 
and three storm sashes are missing. 


The pig pen and slaughter house measures 
28 x 50. One window sash missing and 24 panes of glass. 
Stock barn 24 x 100, with a 44! lean. This barn needs 
re-shingling on the south side and the shingles have been 
purchased from Wade and Sons of Brandon, Eleven window 
sashes are missing and over 150 panes of glass needed, 
The interior of the barn should be thoroughly cleaned and 
if not used the doors should be locked, 


The chicken house is 12! x 60! and in good 
condition. A few shingles are needed on the north side 
of the roof, 

Machine shop measures £7' x 56',. The walls 
of the first story are cement and the upper part is frame. 


At - 
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At present the upper part is one large room and at times 
has been used for a gymnasium, It would make an ideal 
place for teaching carpentry. The building is heated 
from a furnace on the ground floor. 


The root-house is large and in good repair. 
the vegetables needed to be picked over and the place 
thoroughly cleaned. 


The ice-house was filled with ice. A portion 
of this building is used for storing meat. This room 
needed a thorough cleaning. 


The manure from the stable <s hauled out west 
of the barns near the city golf links and scattered over 
about half an acre of ground. If the manure is not needed 
now it should be put in a pile about 16 ft. wide and 6 ft. 
high and continued in length as required, In this way the 
place would look tidy and the manure would heat <nd later 
be useful on the land. I pointed this out to the new 
stockman, Mr. Haggerty, and in time I am sure he will try 
to improve the situation. 


The Principal's house is in poor condition 
and I doubt if extensive repairs could be justified. 


House No. 2 is occupied by Mr. Haggerty. The walk leading 
to the house should be renewed. The plaster is badly 
cracked on some rooms, This should be repaired and the 
walls and ceiling re-tinted. 


House No. 3 is used by the farming instructor, 
Mr. dell. This house should be painted, On the east 
side the old paint has almost entirely disappeared. 
Painting and papering is also needed inside. 


House No. 4 is a very old building. It is 
leased for $10.00 a month to a man who works at the 
Experimental Farm. The house is well cared for and the 
present renters have mede many repairs. 


Mr. Chapin, the Principal, has found the 
question of discipline difficult to handle and tells me 
he is leavi at the end of June. In March some of the 
boys and girls got out of the dormitories at night and 
on one occasion the girls were away two nights before 
being found. They were hiding in one of the root cellars 
at the rear of the barn. The girls let themselves dow 
from the third storey dormitory by tying the bed sheets 
together. I understand they made their escape about 1 a.m. 
after the staff had retired. The boys with the exception 
of one from Norway House, were immediately discharged, 
The Norway House boy will be sent home when navigation 
opens. 


The Church authorities in selecting a new 
Principal should make sure they have ® man who can enforce 
discipline and is accustomed to the supervision of others. 
It is difficult to get a suitable staff and they, almost 
ag much as the children, need constant supervision, The 
Principal needs to be active, alert and continually checking. 
To get the school back into good shape means hard work 
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and only a men willing to work should be recommended, 


I would like authority to spend $159.00 to 
do the following repair work:~- 


1. Purchase 10 qats, ef barn paint and 
small quantity of oil, 


Purchase glass. 
Purehase some lumber to rerair doors, ete. 


Purchase water taps and other plumbing repairs, 


The work should be done at once and authority 
for the expenditure would be appreciated. 


In closing I would like to state that in my 
opinion neither the Brandon nor the Elkhorn Schools re- 
ceive sufficient supervision, I would recommend that both 
schools be attached to the Griswold Agency and that Mr. 
Young be instructed to make monthly inspections and submit 
reports through this office. In this way recommendations 
ean be followed up and certain work pushed to completion.

I had with you on Fridey, I am writing to say that Mr. Strapp 
recently visited the School and made the suggestion that it would 
add very much to the speed and efficiency of the work in the 
laundry if some machinery were installed for ironing the flet work. 
He told me that the children had to spend five days a week ironing - 
which certainly is enough to disgust anybody with the work of a 
residential school. Would you look into the matter of the pos- 
sibility of obtaining a flat work ironer such as they have at Muncey. 


Mr. Strapp also mentioned the fact that the sewing- 
room seemed to be inadequately equipped with sewing machines. He 
mentioned, particularly, that in his judgment there should be one 
machine of a tailor type and two domestic type. 


From what Mr. Strapp told me I think that some 
additionswill be necessary to the buildings; but about these he 
will write you later on when he has had a chance to look over the 
situation.

"We have had trouble with the septic tank 
of the hungalow. it plugged up entirely and hacked up 
into the cellar. Nobody knew where the septic tank was 
exactly, as it was covered over and sodded. We got Yates 
oute He uncovered it, finding the cover of one section 
of it had caved in, letting a great deal of earth into 
the tank. They also uncovered the second compartment, which 
was almost ready to cave in too. The field tiles apparently 
are entirely plugged up. When we got the tank cleaned out 
we found that there apparently is no cement bottom to it. 
Mr. Yates brought out the Provincial inspector, and he says 
we will have to have a cement bottom put into it to meet 
requirements. Also a new field of the overflow will have 
to be put in, and there shonla he cement covers made for 
the coverings. They estimated this work would cost in the 
neighborhood of $200.00. Apparently the tank has never 
heen opened up for some time. This will have to he 
attended to right away &s soon as we can get the anthority 
for the work to he dons. 


"While we are speaking about tanks, 1 might 
bring it to your attention that the manholes into the 
School tank will have to be repaired. These openings 
were just walled up with planking, which is hegimming to 
get pretty shaky, and 4+ think it would he well to have 
cement walls put in these manholes before they do cave ine”

On his return to Ottawa recently Mr. Morris 
brought to my attention the condition of both the 
interior of the Brandon Residential Sehool and the barn. 
Several of the matters which Mr. Morris considers 
require immediate attention were included in your 
letter of May & last, at which time you reported 
regarding your inspection of the Brandon Residential 
School on April 26 and 27. 


Following reeeipt of your report you were 
written two letters, one on May 12 and the other on 
May 17. These letters authorized certain expenditures, 
but a review of our file shows that the only account 


we have received is your voucher No. 114 for $435.48, 
covering the cost of window glass purchased from the 
Ashdown Hardware Company. As no other accounts have 
been received it would appear that the other work 
authorized has not received any attention. 


In a letter dated June 28, addressed to 
the former Principal, the Department approved an 
expenditure of $60 for rewinding the colls of the 
motor used for pumping the water. In a letter dated 
June 29, addressed to you, authority was given for 
the expenditure required to repair the septic tank. 
No accounts have been received in connection with 
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either of these two authorized expenditures and the 
only conelusion the Department can draw is that the 
work has never been done. Evidently it was considered 
urgent at the time the letters were written and the 
Department is at a loss to understand why the matters 
have not received attention previous to this. 


I should appreciate an immediate reply 
from you indicating exactly what action has been 


taken with regard to the matters mentioned in the 
above letters.

I spent yesterday with Mr. Strapp at the 
Brandon School, Already he has made several improve- 
mente; but there is much to do yet. 


I would recommend that the following ex- 
penditures be given consideration: 


1. The Principal's Residence needs interior 
decorations. Already Mr. Strapp has had the plaster 
repaired in the various rooms and the walls are really 
for papering. It will cost from $250 to $2800 to do the 
necessary work(papering and painting), and even then 
part of the house will be closed off and not used. 
Authority for this expenditure should be granted at once, 


2. The shingles for the one harn have never 
been put on. Labour will be required ana the cost may 
reach $160. At present the harn is practically useless 
and the rain is rotting the floors, etc. If labor is 
obtainable the work should be done now, 

5. New evetroughing is required. ‘The water 
runs down along the foundation and if allowed to eon- 
tinue will ruin the foundation. 


4. The upright boiler Mr. Strapp claims has 
not sufficient steam capacity, and as the result it takes 
four days to wash what should be done in a day. Mr. 
Strapp thinke a second upright boiler should be supplied. 
However, this is a matter which might be carried over 
until after the war. 


Already, authority has been granted for the 
following: 
(Cont'd) 
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1. $150 for glass, paint, plumbing, repairs 
and lumber. This total will be accounted for by Mr. 
Strapp. 


2. Repairs to laundry walls and ventilators: 
may involve from $75 to $100. 


2. Purchase of electric fan for laundry; this 
to draw the moisture out. 


4. Repairs to Syptic tank at cottage; appro- 
Ximately $200. 


5. Repair to Syptic tank manholes at School-- 
this requires considerable excavation and cement work 
and may cost $75 or $100. 


Mr. Strapp is apparently a hard worker, I 
believe if he remains he will in due course bring the 
school back to its old high standing. We must, however, 
spend somé money on repair work. It cannot all he done 
this fall, but we have listed the more essential things 
and I hope Mr. Strapp will he encouraged by receiving 
instructions to proceed with the repairs listed.

I was again at the Brandon School on January 8th 
ana would report as follows. 


Your authority for $150.90, file 133-0-5, dated May 
12th, Mr. Strapp states has been used except for a few cents. 


Authority in your letter, 123-0-5, dated May 17th 
for - 
1. Repair to ventilators - work completed. 


2. Purchase of electric fan - not obtainable here, 
but shoulé be installed, when obtainable, 
in upper elf of window. 


The plaster has been repaired. 
Authority in your letter, 122-0-5, dated June 29th, 


Repair to septic tank at bungflow completed and 
vouchers sent in. 


Manholes repaired and manhole covers provided for 
school septic tank. Instructed Yates 
to supply Mr. Streapp at once with 
necessary invoice. 


The shingles have not yet been put on the barn. 
Strapp was unable to get hiep. I interviewed a Mr. Robinson, 

of Kenton, and he will try to do the work hefore March 10th. 
If hy chance the weather remains too cold, and the work cannot 
be done I would like authority to purchase 500 tamarac posts. 
These are available now at Wades -umber Company, at 31¢ for 
4" tops and 27¢ for 5" taps. The fences are in very poor 
condition and must be repaired during the coming summer. 


The houses 411 need exterior painting. Mr. Stra pp 
states he cannot undertake the work and to date he has not been 
able to get anyone to even submit a quotation.

The cattle are in good condition but there is a 
shortage of milk and Mr. Strapp is confident he cannot get the 
supply necessary from the present herd. He hopes later to 
obtain some Holstein cows.

We have been unable to get the stock barn 
shingled and so I instructed Mr. Strapp to immediately 
use the $150.00 to purchase fence posts and forward 
the voucher at once. 


Mr. Strapp is having the chairs repaired; 
but when the work is completed he will still be urgently 
in need of 50 folding chairs. I urge that these be 
supplied. 


I have not been able to purchase an electric 
exhaust fan t@ be installed in the laundry window. 
Unfortunately these have not been available. The laundry 
walls are subject to extreme moisture and I am afraid 
the plaster will be off again if a suitable fan cannot 
be obtained. 


The water situation is bad. I am afraid that 
sooner ov later we will be faced with a serious shortage. 
The springs are very weak and more and more it is necessary 
to pump from the old well which too only has a limited 
supply. 


Mr. Strapp has had the upright steam boiler 
repaired and I understand it will carry up to 100 lbs. 
steam pressure. This pressure is more than is required 
for a steam ironer, and I understand Mr. Strapp is re- 
questing that the ironer be purchased and installed. 

If the present boiler will handle the ironer, I recommend 
the purchase.

I inspected the Brandon Indian School, May 16th, 19465. 


The chila@ren appear in excellent health and are, I am 
sure, receiving plenty of well prepared food. 


The school milding was clean, and the dormitories tidy. 
Several repairs have been made to the doors, windows and walls 
so that conditions have greatly improved. 


The one stock barn is ina @isgraceful condition. 
Mr.Strapp has been unable to have this barn shingled because he 
could not get help. In addition to the roof, new doors should 
be provided - the windows repaired and refit - corner boards and 
siding repaired where required, and all patch work painted. Then 
Mr. Strapp wants a poultry house made upstairs in the lean-to 
which faces south. He needs this extra room because more poultry 
should be kept. I would recommend that the Department, or that 
Mr. Strapp be instructed to call for tenders from contract firms 
to do the work outlined. I1 am convinced this is the aly way the 
work will he accomplished. As stated above, the harnis ina 
disgraceul condition and I feel we should spend the amount necessary 
to gave a barn which to erect now would cost from $6000.00 to $8000.00 
If left in its present condition it will soon become worthless. 
After this bam is repaired I would recommend the Department advise 
Mr. Strapp that he should see to it that the barn is kept in god 
repair. I would not he surprised if the material and lebor would 
cost over $1000.00. ‘The barn is needed and as stated above, we 
cannot afford longer to neglect this much needed repair. 


Another matter that mst not be neglected longer is the 
repair needed to the eavestroughing. All three barns should have 
new eavestroughing on the north side. These are bank barns and the 
water runs off the roof down along the stone foundation and is 
undermining the foundation. On the south side the water can get 
away and does not affect the foundation. I understand McDowell 
and Doke, Brandon, can now supply the material and are prepared 
to do the work, but if sane of the o14 materialis to be used and 
repaired, they cannot very well submit a quotation. 


The Principal's house needs the eavestromghing repaired 
and parts renewed. This work should be done at the same time as 
the barn. The entire bottom is rusted out of some of the eaves- 
troughing and this repair work is absolutely necesséry. 


I would further recommend that Mr. Strapp be requi@ed to 
call for tenders to do the following painting:- 


1. The farmer's house just inside the main entrance 
should be painted. It is in bad condition - two coats will help 
but it ie really a three coat job. 


2. The Principal's residence shokld have one coat of 
paint. 
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3. The cottage between the school and Principal's 
residence required two coats of shingle paint. 


Here again this repair work will entail expense but it is 
useless for me or anyone else to make repeated inspections and 
expect to see improvements unless funds oan be provided for the 
work. We are not only faced with the initial cost of mtting these 
schools in good condition but we must realize that a yearly 
expenditure, and of a considerable amount, must be provided; 
otherwise, they cannot he maintained ae a government institution 
should. To be advised that six or eight hundred dollars is allowed 
for Brandon, or Elkhorn, or Birtle, or any large assembly of 
buildings, and that this may be used where most urgently needed, 
and the balance must wait for the next fiscal year, just isn't 
good enough. We have these inetitutions, and while we have them we 
should provide the necessary funds to keep them maintained so that 
the Principal, staff and pupils, as well as the Government, may he 
jus tly provdé of the institution. I urge that the recommendations 
outlined be carried out and at once. I will be away most of the 
summer so that instructions should be sent direct to Mr. *trapp, 
with a copy for my files. 


The Government sign just inside the school gate is, I 
consider, past repairing, and Mr, Strapp should he ingtructed to 
have it. removed. It wonld be more credit to the Government not 
to have any than to leave the bleached, faded and broken one now 
in used, 


I ghould add that the new steam ironer had just arrived 
and will be installed within the next few days. I am sure this 
equi pment will lighten greatly the work in the lamndry department 
and so will be greatly appreciated.

: inally designed and installed in 1929 the water 
supply epetta oh aia Sehees was quite simple and except in case of 
fire the operation was automatically controlled. it was realized 
that the quantity of water available from the reservoir was limited 
and conservation of water would be necessary. Of the estimated 
daily usage of 5,000 gallons, about 4,000 gallons were supplied by 
gravity to the barns, kitchens, laundry, children's showers and 
toilets, the boilers and hot water heaters. The other services 
on the main floor and the floors above were supplied through the 
pressure tank system. This system consisted of a 2 H.P. motor 
direct connected on the same shaft to a 1,000 g.p.h. typhoon pump 
Connected with a 1200 gallon pressure tank which ordinarily supplied 
water to the services at pressure varying from 40 lbs. to 80 lbs; 
the operation of the pump being controlled by automatic pressure 
regulator. An air compressor was installed to maintain the required 
air pressure in the tank and safety valves were also inoluded. 

The 15 H.P. Motor driven centrifugal pump was installed for fire 
and emergency use only. 


‘ The system worked very well until 1939 when the lessening 
water supply necessitated the tapping of an auxiliary water supply 
and in 1940 @ pipe line was laid from a newly constructed reservoir 
at @ higher spring some 1500 feet distant. This new work was not 
laid out or constructed by this office and we are not familiar with 
the alteration made in connection with the water suppl services, 

It appears, however, that this upper reservoir supplied a gravity 
head of about 25 lbs. pressure and so eliminated the necessity for 
pump operation entirely and the piping was changed accordingly, 

This necessitated the installation of several more valves throughout 
the water system and as long as water supply met the water demand 
the system was very satisfactory. It would also appear that with 
the advent of the complete gravity system the use of water increased 
and the pumping installation was permitted to deteriorate, 


' During the past winter and probably during the past two 
or three winters, there were times when the demand for water exceeded 
the supply and the pressure became inadequate to supply services. 

To overcome this deficiency the school management had to fall back 

on the water supply of the lower reservoir and pumping had to be 
resorted to. The Pyphoon Pump was out of order and the large pump 
had to be operated without benefit of automatic control. To 
maintain a water Supply all night under these Conditions would 

have necessitated the engineer remaining on the job. The failure 

of the water supply referred to by the present Principal of the 
school was a result of the method of operation rather than from 

any shortage of water in the reservoirs. The many valves in the 
system, while apparently placed of necessity, rather added to the 
difficulty of operation when a switch from the @ravity supply to 
pumping became necessary.

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The situation at the school was investigated on two 
occasions this summer by engineers from this office. Both visits 
happened to follow heavy rains and the water supply was abundant 
with overflow from the springs forming little streams. There 
have been staff changes and the present staff is conversant only 
with conditions as existed last winter. It is difficult to 
understand the complaints as to shortage of water at night with 
the gravity system - a period of low usage of water. With severe 
frosty > A there may have bean, sufficient lowering of pressure 
to affect the water supply on the top storey of the building. 
Whatever the trouble it is desirable that it be eliminated and 
that the pumping operations be made as inexpensive, simple and 
automatic as possible. 


The water supply system in the school worked satis- 
fastorily from 1929 to 1939 and it is proposed to return to that 
system in principle. The basement distribution system which 
ineludes the barns and outside services will be supplied by 
gravity from both the high and low reservoirs at pressures of 
about 25 lbs.and 6¢ lbs., respectively. Water will flow from 
the lower reservoir only when the supply fails from the upper 
reservoir. The other floors of the building will be supplied 
by & pressure system varying from 30 lbs. to 60 lbs., through the 
pressure tank and supplied by pumping from the gravity supply. 
The use of water at the school is estimated by the Principal to 
be about 13,000 gallons daily which appears to be a high rate of 
“7@. However, about 80% of this usage will be supplied by 

iwity. 


j The Principal of the School has suggested that a 2,000 
lon per hour pump be installed and the system of valves 

mplified. the 1,000 g.p.h. pump now installed needs thoro 

verhauling and probably replacement, although I believe %60, O- 
was recently spent upem the motor. If the pump has to be repladed 
it is suggested that a 1,000 gep.h. pump is adequate but as pumping 
noises have always caused epmplaints in the school, a 2,000 E-Dele 
pump should reduce the periods of annoyance 50%. A new pressure 
switch must be installed. The use of the large pump must be 
Limited to fire and emergency use. It appears that the small pump 
is now utilized to feed water to the high pressure steam boiler, 
If such is the case the practice should be discontinued and the 
high pressure steam boiler fed from the source originally connected 
to. 


It is recommended that the Typhoon Pump be removed and 
be examined: by a competent machinist to determine whether it should 
be completely overhauled or replaced and his advice be acted upon, 
The water distribution system should be altered so as to restore 
the original idea of having all services above the main basement 
floor supplied by a pressure tank System. Unnecessary valves 
should be removed and check valves installed where necessary to 
provide the combined gravity md pressure syatem. The whole 
distribution system should be thoroughly gone over to eliminate the 
present excessive leakage and waste of water. Provision should be 
made for using the large Centrifugal pump in the system but only 
as a standby for water Supply and for fire protection. 


We are unable to give any reasonable estimate of the 
probable cost of carrying out the work involved in the above outlined 
Suggestions. The work involved is more or less in the nature of 
maintenance work and the extent of the work will be governed to a 
Considerable degree by what is discovered as the job progresses.

"As yet none of the homes have been painted and I do 
nof/ think Mr. Strapp was even successful in securing a 
quétation on the work. I understand he got a price on the 
eavestroughing job; but as yet nothing has been done. The 
$1]7000.00 allowed for the repairs to the barn also has been 
untouched. Mr. Strapp stated he could get no one and he had 
thoroughly canvassed the contractors in Brandon. The result 
is I must report, no outside improvement. 


The Stockman, Mr. Osborne, stated he could have had the 
barn shingled with the boys; but Mr. Strapp considered the 
work too dangerous. He was afraid an accident might occur. 

It seems to me that this is a type of training the senior boys 
need and with good supervision there should be very little 
danger if only a small number were allowed to be on the roof 
at one time. I do not know the Department's wish in a matter 
of this kind but felt it should be presented for consideration. 


The large steam mangle has been installed and appears 
to be working well. Mr. Yates, the plumber, states the steam 
upright boiler can produce enough steam if properly handled. 


The road leading into the School has grown up on each 
side with grass and weeds. The garden plots along the road 
are weedy and ill kept. This condition may be due to lack of 
labour. Certainly the farmer could not do this work and 

* gupervise the work on the 960-acre farm. 


F The hay crop, I understand, was good. Threshing had 
just started and the yield expected to be fair. There is 
little garden other than some beets and potatoes. No doubt the 
potato crop will mett all their needs, 


The Stockman wes busy repairing the cement floor in 
the hog barn. He informed me he had just completed replacing 
18 panes of glass in the cow barn and there were still that 
many more to do. There are also 17 panes broken in the hog 
barn and if the slaughter house ( one end of the hog barn) is 
to be made usable, another 32 panes will be required. I looked 
over the horse barn and found about 18 panes broken and one 
entire sash missing."

Dear Mr. Phelan; 

I am sorry that it has not been possible to get 
contractors to carry out the repairs authorized during recent 
months. I also regret very much that I personally accepted any 
responsibility for attempting to have the repairs made,as it has 
simply been a headache during the past year and I am very little 
further ahead. 


I was in touch with the contractors for the eavestroughing on 
fuesday last and they were not even civilf@bout the matter. They 
just informed me that when they weré able to get the material 
they would do the job, but gt present all supplies were taken up 
by Wartime Housing and if Indian Affairs wanted the work done 
they must supply a ‘Priority Reting'. 


I am enclosing a tender submitted by Mr. F.Young for the painting 
but Mr. Young informs me that as the eaves troughing has not been 
@€one and the season is late this work ghould not be done until 
next April. I beg to suggest that this tender he held in abeyance 
until the early part of the next figeal year. 


Phe matter of replacing of glass in the windows is simply one of 
time. It should really have been done before I accepted any respon- 
sibility for the school. I have had the men doing as much repair 
work aS possible in addition to their regular work at the school. 

To Gate about 160 panes og glass have been replaced, repairs have 
been carried out to the cement floors in the barns,window frames 

and doors have been repaired, and at the very time of Mr. Hamilton's 
visit Mr. Osborne of our staff had the glass for the windows in the 
hog pen and in the course of a day or so these panes of glass were 
all in the frames.

With reference to the "weeds and grass" even Dr. Doyle found 

it quite a problem to keep these under control when I visited 
this school in 1936.At that time there was a fairly large group 
of senior boys who could be trusted with a scythe. I spoke to 
our farm instructor about the matter and he advised that it 
would be wise to burn this off rather than attempt to use 
mowers as already they had broken a mower tongue on one of the 
many stumps that are only just above ground. I will see that 
this is attended to as soon as possible. 


I quite agree that there are a number of things about this school 
that make it appear"as if mo one was very much interested"in it, 
and this gowgs back for cuite a number of years.However that does 
not help us today. I am definitely interested and I am sure that 
you too are interested,but,it will take time and money to repair 
the neglect of the past. I am wondering whether the windows,sashes 
and frames, have been painted since the building was built in 

1929 7 . If this matter is not attended to in the near future 

it will be necessary to make repairs to the woodwork. 


I am very much of the opinion that this school should be visited 
by a competent authority,a careful survey made of the requirements 
and a program of repairs planned over several years to put the 
buildings in first olass order,and, that, thereafter a definite 
program of upkeep should be adopted. 


Phis year has been one of extreme difficulty,particularly in the 
matter of the administration of discipline. I was very much 
encouraged on my visits to many of the reservations by the 
kindly attitude and the very evident interest of so many of the 
parents, toward,and in the school. I believe that there is a 

real trend toward higher standards of education,particulerly 
along vocational lines,amongst many of the Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba Indians and hope that with the close of the war it will 
be possible to obtain the necessary equipment and instructors 

to carry on this type of training.

I am comwhat surprised at the attitude assumed by 
Mr. Strapp. My experience in the past has always been tmt the 
Principals were so d4elighted at receiving authority for improve 
ments that by one means or another they got the work done. Rarely, 
if ever, did they permit the authority for the expenditure to lapse 
unused. Mr. Strapp has und whtedly tried; hut apparently acecoming 
to the second peragraph of hie letter, he considers this is not 
part of his work and he does not like "headaches" thet belong to 
someone elee. 


The Department know better than I do what is required 
of a Principal. If this is not part of his duties all well ana 
g00d « if it is, then he shoulda be so inatructed. 


I would like to go further with this and state if 
the supervising and arranging of the repair work ie not a part of 
Mr. Ptrapp'e work then this school should definitely be linked up 
with the Griswold 4gency. Mr. Young is only twenty miles from 
Brandon and he could, if instructed, give valuable assistance. 

I stated before and I am still convinced that both the Elkhorn 
and Brandon Schoole should be tied in with the Griswold “genay and 
should receive regular visits from the 4gent. It is not possible 
to do detailed work at this office for any school, because the 
volume of work carried on by myself and one stenogr@ her cannot 

be inereased. ‘The work done by Mrs. Matheson, I am convinced, is 
more than was expected from any previous stenographer and is much 
more than the average stenographer can do. I give loag hours 
both when in the field and in the office and I find no tim for 
thoughtful planning, and in a responsible position of this kind 
such should not be the case.

pressure boiler at present being used for the laundry,I got 
in touch with the Vulean Iron Works at Winnipeg and am enclosir 
their reply. 


As it hag not been possible to get contractors to do the work 
authorized and it appears probable that they will not do the 
work in this fiscal year, may I suggest a recommendation to 
Ottawa that the finances be used to replace this boiler now. 
If the boiler is not replaced now it will only be deferred for 

short while as without doubt the boiler head has deteriorated 
considerably and it is now difficult to keep the tubes tight in 
the head.

The following has been received from Mr. Gow 
under date of February 9th: 


"Mr. J. T. Rose of this staff spent Januery 
24th and 25th at the Brendon Indian Residential Sehool 
end hed a local plumber reinstall the small typhoon 
pump which had just undergone overhauling. He then had 
tests made on the operetion of this pump. 


“wr. Rose found that the sehool staff were not 
conversant with the general weter supply instellation 
and eecordingly were not opereting the system advantageously. 
The water supply system derives the water supply from 
three sources and operates both under gravity end pressure 
so that numerous velves are e pert of the systen. The 
exeminations and tests as made by Wr. Rose show that the 
water supply system can be mede quite satisfactory provided 
the amount of water aveileble from the three reservoirs 
holds up. Replacement end repair of equipment will be 
necessary and some additional equipment 1l be required 
to make this system more simply operated. 


"(he Prineotpal of the Sehool writes us under 
date of Fabruary Sth thet the water supply system is 
holding setisfectorily. However, we will proceed with 
the necessary repeir end replecement of equipment within 
the building end the installation of some additional parts 
in order to secure automatic pump operation, Some outside 
work in connection with reservoir end valves must await more 
favourable weather conditions."

The 
steam connections in the boiler room are not too bad except that 
the covering has deteriorated badly. 


Recommendation : 


In view of the fact that the high pressure boiler, the 
indirect heater, the jacket heaters and 100 gallon storage tank 
are unfit for further service, and totally unable to cope with 
the demand, it is recommended that the plant be modernized and 
brought up to date so that trouble free service will be available. 


Since the domestic hot water load and the high pressure 
steam requirements nearly balance the building heating load, it 
4s recommended that one new steel portable high pressure steam 
boiler of 40 horse-power be installed to handle all high pressure 
steam services and to heat all domestic hot water for the entire 
budlding. A stoker should be provided for this boiler along with 
an automatic boiler feed pump and cold water replacement regulator, 
plus all standard boiler fittings. 


One low pressure heating boiler should be serapped and the 
remaining boiler thoroughly cleaned, fitted with new grates and 
re-covered. This boiler when disconnected from the domestic hot 
water service will be capable of handling the building heating 
load except under most adverse weather conditions, under which 
circumstances the high pressure boiler can be made to help out 
by a Gonnection through a pressure reducing valve to the low 
pressure header. 


Should it be necessary at some time in the future to make 
further repairs to the low pressure boiler, the new high pressure 
boiler would have sufficient capacity to carry the heating load 
temporarily at relatively small sacrifice to the domestic hot 
water and laundry service. 


A new 1000 gallon sto e tank with a self contained 
regulating valve should be installed with an indirect steam fed 
heater of 800 gallons per hour capacity. The 200 gallon tank 
ean be retained but it's submerged coil should be connected to 
the high pressure boiler load. 


Steam connections to the tank heaters should be made 
from the low pressure header. 


Both jacket heaters should be dispensed with. 
The estimated cost for this work installed is $7000.00 


Should our recommendations be approved and authority issued 
to proceed with the work, we recommend that it be carried out on 
the basis of data and instructions prepared in this office, with 
supervision supplied by Mr. Gow. We feel that it would be difficult 
to obtain a lump sum tender from a contractor, and consider that Mr. 
Gow should be authorized to obtain materials and skilled tradesmen 
to the best advantage locally. '

In connection with Mr. Hoey's memorandum of August 9th, 
1946 and. your notations of the 13th instant thereon, you are 
advised as follows: 


Your attention is directed to our memarandum to you of 
July 29th, 1946 in which the necessary work to put this plant 
on an efficient operating basis, is outlined. 


Due to the sndepstepentente of each unit in the. boiler 
room, one to the other, it is most aifficult to utilize as small 
an amount as $1000.00 - $1500.00 to the best advantage in making 
revisions as may be part of a future design. In the complete 
revision, several items, all relatively costly are needeu., These 
items inolude a new high pressure boiler, new indirect heater, 
new domestic hot water storage tank, new jacket heaters, with 
piping and valves and other smaller accessories. 


To get the greatest value for the funds available, it 
will be necessary to complete one phase of the work, and after 
thoroughly considering the matter, such funds as are available 
should be spent on improvements to the domestic hot water supply 
system. 

It is therefore recommended that the following operations 
be undertaken, as the first phase of the revisions. 


(a) Provide one new indirect steam fed heater having a steel 
shell and copper tube removable element. 


(bv) Provide one new 1000 gallon domestic hot water storage 
tank. . 


(eo) Provide one new self contained regulator valve. 


Provide all necessary piping and valves to complete the 
connections. Drawings will be prepared by this Service 
outlining the hook-up. 

The heater, regulator valve and tank, necessary components 
of the complete scheme, would remain undisturbed exeept 
for revisions to piping, at a time when the remaining new 
items of equipment are provided. This phase of the work 
will obviate the necessity of introducing live steam to 
the laundry washer from the high pressure boiler, thereby 
eliminating one dangerous practice now being followed. 


Freed of its domestic hot water demand, the existing high 
pressure boiler might be nursed along to serve with partial efficiency, 
the demands of the laundry equipment. It is emphasized however, that 
this Service does not assume any responsibility for the safety of the 
high pressure boiler, during ite operation under present conditions.

Dear Mr. Hamilton; 


have had considerable trouble with gas 
fumes coming up the air pipes from the furnace in my house 
for sone time pa:t. Yesterday I arranged for McBowell and 
Boke of Brandon to come out and make an inspection of the 
furnace as they told me that they had repaired it on several 
occasions. 


When we took off the outside casing we found 
that the firebox was split for about eighteen inches along the 
front and that a piece had fallen out.

Following receipt of Mr. Hoey'’s memorandum to you dated 
August 29th last, which bore your notation of September 9th, 1946, 
this Service communicated with Mr. Gow, and forwarded drawings and 
specifications for one phase of the work which was all that could 
be accomplished with the amount of $1,500%. stated by Indian Affairs 
to be the maximum amount that could be made available this fiscal 
year. 


Mr. Gow has had great difficulty in finding firms who 
could be interested in a repair job at the Brandon school and not 
until November 13th last was he able to submit an estimate. 


However, on that date Mr. Gow wrote this Service and 
forwarded a tender from Messrs. Neale, Stothard and Chapman, 
prepared in accordance with our drawings and specifications, 
involving an expenditure of $1,992., a considerable increase 
over the funds provided. 


In his comment, Mr. Gow states that in conversation on 
the matter with the School Principal, the latter indicated a 
reluctance to have work on the domestic water distribution system 
undertaken now, in view of the future work associated with the 
boilers that will be required next year. Mr. Gow's remarks in 
this connection are as follows: 


"In discussing the situation at the Brandon Indian 
School with the Principal, I found that he was fairly 
well satisfied with the present hot water situation 

at the school and would much prefer that no action 

pe taken this winter with respect to this installation.

Further to our memorandum of November 23rd, 1946, 
you are advised that we are in re@éipt of additional correspondence 
from Mr. Gow, under date of December 10th, 1946, in which he informs 
us of a reluctance on the part of the School Principal to have that 
phase of the work,already approved by Indian Affairs,earried out 
this winter, as he feels that considerable disturbance would be 
created and that the interference to the normal school routine 
would be troublesome. 


In this connection, the following excerpt is quoted 
from Mr. Gow's letter dated the 10th instant on the matter: 


"In discussing the situstion at the Brandon Indian 
Sehool with the Principal, I found thet he was fairly 
well satisfied with the present hot water situation 
at the Sehool and would much prefer that no action be 
taken this winter with respect to this installation. 
It is his idea that, if work of major repairs is to 
be carried out next summer, that this repeir work can 
be well delayed until that time.

It is felt that a brief summary of the entire project 
should be brought to the attention of the Indian Affairs Brench 
before our commentary is added, and the following outlines in 
condensed form, the reasons for our previous recommendations. 


From October SOth, 1945, to February 9th, 1946, 
complaints, reports, end suggestions were submitted by the 
Sehool authorities and Mr. Gow's office, all relative to the 
continuing inefficiencies, failures end general unsatisfactory 
performance of the existing high pressure steam and domestic hot 
water services. These conditions were confirmed by an officer from 
this Service on an inspection made last June.

In comment: om the Principal's reluctance to have part

We would 
certainly prefer having oll the work carried out at one time, since 
a much more satisfactory solution would result. 


However, due to the time required Contractors to 
assemble data for their tenders, ani their reluctance to take on 
mew work at this time, any benefit that may have been derived fram 
saerrying out one phase of the work has been lost, and it would appear 
that nothing better could be achieved before the close of the present 
fiscal year, than the purehase of as much essential equipment as 
possible from funds now available. 


If Indien Affairs concur, we will prepare a bill of 
materials for equipment to the approximate velue of funds now 
tremsferred to this Service, for delivery to the Sehool this 
fiseal year. This procedure, of course, would require a revised 
design and specifications embodying the completed work to be 
undertaken in the 1947-46 fiscal year.

In the ssse Cooker, the meat is 
Placed in the oven and one turning, at the most, is usually sufficient, the mert 
cooking evenly all around and without the weight lost which is usual with cos} 
ranges.

Referring to your notation on copy of a memo- 
vrandum from Indian Affairs dated March llth, we have 
now received a report from Mr. Gow on the water situation 
at the above school. 


Duplicate copies of this report dated March 25th 
are attached. You will note that the aifficulty exper- 
ienced has been overcome by more careful organization 
of the available supply from the two sources. Mr. Gow, 
however, points out that the water supply is diminishing 
and ets that suvenstanveese proceed with a view 
to obtaining a water supply from the City of Brandon 
or from the Assiniboine River when the present supply 
is reduced below the needs of the school. 


As water resources over the southern sections 
of Western Canada appear to be gene: decreasing, 
we would concur with Mr. Gow's recomme tion that 
steps be taken to find out if water can be obtained 
from the City of Brandon and at what cost. If the 
scheme should be feasible the matter of shari the 
oost with the Experimental Farm could be considered. 
If water cannot be obtained at suitable cost from 
Brandon, the Assinivoeine River scheme could be 
investigated. /

This will acknowledge receipt of your letter of March 14th 
with reference to the above mentioned subject and asking for a report 
on the reported partial failure of tne water supply at the school. 

We had not intended making any report on the matter but in view of 
the inquiry from the Indian Affairs Branch it has been considered 
advisable to report upon the inspection carried out by this office. 


This office was advised of the telephone message to Mr. 
Hamilton regarding the water supply and later, on March 4th, the Rev. 
Mr. Strapp called at this office in connection with the matter. Mr. 
Rose, an engineer of this staff, visited the school later and made 
certain inquiries with respect to the water supply situation. He 
found that the lower spring, which normally supplies the barns and 
farm buildings, also the basement and ground floor of the school by 
eravity, had early in January proved insufficient to meet the demand. 
An examination of the reservoir by the engineer of the sehool showed 
that it was empty and he accordingly opened the by-pass valve and 
allowed water from the upper spring reservoir to discharge back into 
the lower spring reservoir so that the gravity feed to the above 
mentioned services was almost immediately restored. However, this 
discharge was permitted to continue for an hour and forty minutes, 
thus depleting the upper reservoir ani cutting off the gravity water 
supply to the two upper storeys of the school. Undoubtedly, much 
water was wasted through the lower reservoir during the hour and 
forty-minutes period. To supply the upper floors the motor-driven 
pump had to be put into operation and the upper floors supplied 
through the pressure tank. However, the next day a water supply had 
been built up in the upper reservoir and the gravity system was again 
in operation throughout. Since then the system has been operated 
without inconvenience but once weekly it is necessary to permit water 
to flow back into the lower reservoir from the upper reservoir for 
about forty minutes. It is found that this procedure does not deplete 
the supply in the upper reservoir but does augment the supply suf- 
ficiently in the lower reservoir to permit continuous supply for one 
week. 


Admittedly, this is not a very dependable water supply but it 
has proven adequate to meet the present demand. During the past few 
years there have been critical periods as regard the water supply 
from these two widely separated springs and while normally the whole 
system is a gravity supply, a pumping system has to be maintained for 
fire protection and for such an emergency as happened recently. The 
equipment is available for meeting the emergency created by failure 
of supply from either reservoir but due to changes in personnel at 
the school, the procedure to be followed in such emergencies is not 
always understood, and some confusion results. 


However, there is no equipment available for providing a water 
supply in the event of failure of both springs. There used to be 
several springs in the vicinity of the school - there are now only 
the two with any flow and they appear to be producing less water and 
at critical times only careful operation permits of a water supply 
being maintained over such periods. The Dominion Experimental Farm, 
which adjoins the school property, have had similar experiences and

This semi-bungalow type is used entirely for the 
larger one family residences on the Experimental Farm next door 
to our school farm and is highly recommended by their service 
bureau for the prairie climate.

I would aad that 
I believe a semi-bungalow would look better located on the side 
of a hill than a high two-storey house. Furthermore, some of' 
the salvaged dimension will, no doubt, have broken ends and 
need to be cut into shorter lengths. This material could be 
used to better advantage in a smaller type of house, 


The experimental farm joins the school property on 
the East. At present a new semi-bunealow type of house is 
under construction for the Superintendent, Mr. Hopper. The 
landscape is similar to that of the school and undoubtedly the 
lower house nestled among the trees on the hillside presents 4 
striking picture, All the newer homes at the farm are of this 
type. The house on the school property west of the Principal's 
is a bungalow and a new one of similar type would, I am sure, 
suit the location better than a two-storey house. I think 
Mr. Strapp's request is reasonable and should be considered, 
Before making a further investigation or securing prices I would 
be pleased to have the following information: 


1. If the plan submitted b wa is the only one to be 
considered, 

2. Does the Department wish a quotation from the three firms 

a cost plus basis? 

S. If the quotation is Supplied on a cost plus basis - does 
the Department wish a quotation from Pearson Brothers on 
complete job - coverin the wrecking of the old house and using 
as much of the old material as possible. This quotation would 
also include Plumbing, heatine and painting. 


If the building of this house is to be Carried out 
this year it is necessary that a decision ade as soon as 
possible in connection with the type of house we can build and 
the contractors quoting would all like to »b furnished with plans 
and specifications. Unless we Can give a decision within a 
reasonable length of time the materials now or hand may be sone 
and I am told that the date of future deliveries is most uncertain. 
Yurther direction in Connection with this matter will be appreciated,

When a new residential school was 
erected at Brandon in 1929-30, sufficient funds 
were not available ror the erection of a new 
prineipal’s residence. 


It has been ovsenghy recommended by 
visiting officials end by Mr. J.5. Matthews, Laq., 
M.P., that we now erect a new principal's residence 
at Brandon. Therefore, the sum of $10,000, ror 
the erection of this building was included in our 
Supplementary Ustimates for 1947-48. 


Inspector Hamilton was requested on 
July 4th to contact local contractors requesting 
the submission of tenders. Ue was sent a copy of 
the plans from the Department of Agriculture's 
Architect for buildings 13-2-11, 1234, 1235, 1236 and 
1237. This building was being erected ror the 
Superintendent of the Brandon Experimental Farm and 
Rev. Mr. Strapp, principal of our school, reyuested 
the same type of residence.

IT am taking the privilege of 
Indian Residential School at brandon, 


In June I was privileged to be the idjudicator for 
the Music Recital held in the school, as prizes were awarded 
for the performances. I was very interested and anxious to 
know what response would be made to Musiéal instruction to 
these Indian children. I must say, I was tremendously 
impressed with the results. There were some twelve pupils 
in the class. These children have been takin iano instruc- 
tion from Mrs. McNeill, a member of the Staff. She has been 
doing this entirely on a voluntary basis, providing music 
etc., ror the sake of experiment. 

I think birs. McNeill is to be commended for the work 
she has done, under limitations. The piano is in bad shape. 
It should at least be in tune, to cultivate tonal appreciation. 
And the periods for practice were very limited. 


These pupils, with few exceptions, played a hymn with 
their selected pieces and I was amazed at their interpretation. 
What an asset to the .issionary when they return to their homes. 
I have been wondering Mr. Hamilton and this has prompted me to 
write you, could it be arranged to have sai instrument improved 
in condition or a better one put in its place? Also, could a 
place be given in the curriculum of the school's activities to 
give those children who show interest a chance to develop the 
art? Could their music be provided? 


In time it might prove necessary to albt a teacher to 
his art alone. 


The Junior and Intermediate pupils sang 4 group of two 
songs each. They were ver ood. in any school I feel this 
work means sO much towards the development of character in 
students. 1 noticed two or three pupils with particular ability. 
On especially, if given a chance, I am satisfied he would go 


~Over 
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a long way in the field of music. These children had only 
had nine months tuition. I just wish some of my own pupils 
could have heard them. 


Trusting that you will see fit to look into this 
subject and that Mrs. McNeill may be encouraged to continue 
with this valuable part of a child's education by those in 
charge of Indian Affairs,

The writer recently visited Brandon in connection 
with the study to be made as to the practicability of con- 
necting the Brandon Indian Residential Sohool and the 
Dominion Experimental Farm of the Department of Agriculture 
with the City of Brandon water supply. The matter was 
disoussed with the City Engineer of Brandon and the 
Superintendent of the Experimental Farm. 


Superintendent Hopper of the Experimental Farm 
admitted that their water supply was somewhat précarious 
and that at present they had no measure whatsoever of fire 
protection. He appeared anxious that his department should 
co-operate with the Indian Affairs Branoh in any arrange- 
ments that could be made for connecting up with the City 
of Brandon water supply. In fact, he had, a year ago, 
carried on discussions with the Principal of the Brandon 
Indian Residential Sehool with reference to this matter. 

It was his idea that the study should be hurried so that 
water could be made available at the earliest possible date. 


While we have secured certain plans which show the 
lecation of the Brandon pumping supply in relation to the 
Experimental Farm, these plans do not go beyond the 
Experimental Farm and so do not take in the lands of the 
Indian Residential School. ¥e would request authorization 
from you to proceed té make certain surveys in connection 
ta with this project. These surveys would include the running 

of a line directly from the Brandon Pumping Station to the 
Experimental Farm and thence to the Indian Residential 
School. The survey would necessarily include more or less 
detailed work in connection with the buildings and the 
Indian Residential School inasmuch as we know of no plan 
at present existing for that Institution. This survey 
would cost in field expenses possibly {150.00 and I believ 
would be well worthwhile. I would, therefore, ask that 
you consider this matter and if it is deemed advisable-w 
proceed to so advise us so that the work can be carried 
out during the month of September while we have the 
jndversity Student Assistants availeble for the work 
survey party would only consist of two or three men for y 
period of possible one week.

Dear Mr. Pratt: 


An experienced builder of brandon drove 
out wit ne last evening to t Residential School 
and we went all through the present residence, 
Coming back he gave me his candid impressions as to 
what he thinks is the only course to follow. The 
mein house is fairly large with some lean-tos added 
later and then so massive verandeh eround three sides 
of the building. 

There is no basement, just @ hole dug in the 
ground. As a result the plece is pretty badly out 
of plumb and beneath the surface which Mr. end Mrs. 
Strapp have managed to keep respectable looking, I 
believe the building is in bad shape. 

Mr. Shanks who accompsnied me, seys thet it 
is out of the question now to endeavor to secure 
cement and to get in the basement before hard frost 
sets in. it will be a rather slow undertaking to take 
down the present building and salvage most of the 
material. Sslvaging is necessary as lr, Shanks seys the 
material is in good condition. the work would heve 
to be done by some careful workmen or it would other- 
wise be largely de stroyed, then again the new building 
could not possibly be available this fell and the Strapps 
would have no place for the winter.

At approximately 9.45 P.M. on the above noted date 
one of our senior boys,Soloman Hall,happened to glance out of 
the dormitory window and noticed a red glow at the end of the 
barn. Soloman called another boy,Walter Stonechild,and they 
then raised an alarm by knocking on ghe dormitory door. 


Miss. Cochrane investigated the noise and immediately called 
Mr. Osborne, the herdsman, and instructed the barn duty boys 
to get dressed and proceed to the barn. 


I was then at the cottage,which I am using as a temporary 
residence, and was called by telephone. I at once notified the 
Brandon Pire Department and ask for their help. 


I proceeded to the barn, taking with me two Pyrene extinguishers 
and a box of glass fire bombs. On arrival at the barn I made 
uses of the extinguishers but owing to the strong wind which 
Was blowing from the Hast I was unable to bring the flames, 
which were located under the eave of the building,under control, 


I went inside the barn and inspected the milk room where a 

small sheet iron stove was in use to prevent the milking machine 
unit from freezing during the night. I found considerable 

smoke in the milk room but no sign of fire. the boys Were now 
instructed to release the cattle and in a very short time had 
the 44 head,ineluding a number of young calves,out of the barn 
and in an adjoining field. 
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ee discipline of the boys was excellent,while of course 
Somewhat excited by the fire, they responded at once to instructions 
and carried their duties out "in @ very creditable manner, 


The detachment of the fire brigade arrived with their pumper 
unit but as we had not any water supply available they were not 
able to do more than attempt to give protection to the other 
buildings. In spite of their efforts it was not possible to 
gave the hog barn which was in direct line of the fire and only 
about 25 feet due Hast of the dairy barn. 


The Fire Marshal's representative has made an investigation, 
interviewing the two boys who first discovered the fire,Mr. 
Osborne our herdsman,and myself. 


I am of the opinion that the fire was caused by a spark from 
the chimney lodging under the eave of the building and being 
fanned into flame by the strong Kast wind. 


I had personally made an® inspection of the barns at about 
8.00 P.M. and Mr. Osborne had visited the barn in the usual 
routine at about 8.30 P.M. The fire occurred just previous to 
the 90.00 P.M. inspection. 


I have today made a survey of the concrete foundation and walls 
and am of the opinion that the present foundation could be 
used for the erection of a new barn but the walls would need 

@ considerable amount of re-inforcing. 


We have arranged temporary acommodation for the milking cows 

by turning the horses out in the bluff North of the main building, 
and stabling the cows in the horse barn. 

The. 014 West barn is almost in a state of collapse and will 
require a considerable amount of shoring up before it will be 
safe to use as a shelter for the young cattle and hogs.

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(2) Where there are special circumstances which in the judgment of the Minister 
Minister of Labour make it expedient that he should do so, he may decide what of tabour 
are the current or fair and reasonable rates of wages for overtime, and what is dispute. 
the proper classification of any work for the purposes of wages and hours. 
Immediately upon receipt of notice of any decision of the Minister of Labour 
hereunder the Contractor shall adjust the wages and hours and classification of 
work so as to give effect to such decision. In case the Contractor shall fail so 
to do, or fail at any time to pay to any employee or employees for any services 
performed or for any hours of labour wages according to the rates set forth in the 
schedule or fixed therefor by the Minister of Labour hereunder regarding over- 
time and classification, the Minister of Labour my authorize and direct the 
Minister to pay any such wages at the rates so fixed and to deduct the amount 
thereof from any moneys owing by the Government to the Contractor and any 
such payment shall for all purposes as between the Contractor and the Govern- 
ment be deemed and taken to be payment to the Contractor, and the Contractor 
shall be bound in every particular by any such authority, direction and payment 
as aforesaid. 

(3) For the protection of the workmen employed, the Contractor shall post opel 
and keep posted in @ conspicuous place on the premises where the contract is 
being executed, occupied or frequented by the workmen, the Schedule inserted in 
this contract, also the preceding paragraph (2) and any decision of the Minister 
of Labour made thereunder. 

(4) The Contractor shall keep proper books and records showing the names, Books, ete., of 
trades, and addresses of all workmen in his employ and the wages paid to and pong ag 
time worked by such workmen, and the books or documents containing such inspection. 
record shall be open for inspection by the Fair Wages Officers of the Government 
at any time it may be expedient to the Minister of Labour to have the same 
inspected. 

(5) The Contractor shall not be entitled to payment of any money which Payment by 
would otherwise be payable under the terms of the contract in respect of work bepeageed - 
and labour performed in the execution of the contract unless and until he shall 
have filed with the Minister in support of his claim for payment a statement 
attested by statutory declaration, showing: (1) the rates of wages and hours 
of labour of the various classes of workmen employed in the execution of the 
contract; (2) whether any wages in respect of the said work and labour remain 
in arrears; and (3) that all the labour conditions of the contract have been duly 
complied with; nor in the event of notice from the Minister of Labour of claims 
for wages, until the same are adjusted. The Contractor shall also from time to 
time furnish the Minister such further detailed information and evidence as the 
Minister may deem necessary in order to satisfy him that the conditions herein 
contained to secure the payment of fair wages have been complied with, and that 
the workmen so employed as aforesaid upon the portion of the work in respect 
of which payment is demanded have been paid in full. 

(6) In the event of default being made in payment of any money owing Power to pay 
in respect of wages of any workmen employed on the said work and if a claim Jae or 
therefor is filed in the office of the Minister and proof thereof satisfactory to the payment by 
Minister is furnished, the said Minister may pay such claim out of the moneys %'™*tr. 
at any time payable by His Majesty under said contract and the amounts so 
paid shall be deemed payments to the Contractor. 

(7) These conditions shall extend and apply to moneys payable for the use 
or hire of horses or teams, and the persons entitled to payments for the use or 
lire of horses or teams shall have the like rights in respect of moneys so owing 
them as if such moneys were payable to them in respect of wages. 

(8) With a view to the avoidance of any abuses which might arise from subietting, 
the subletting of contracts it shall be understood that subletting, other than “ 
such as may be customary in the trades concerned, is prohibited unless the 
approval of the Minister is obtained; subcontractors shall be bound in all cases 
to conform to the conditions of the main contract, and the main contractor 
shall be held responsible for strict adherence to all contract conditions on the 
part of subcontractor; the contract shall not, nor shall any portion thereof be 
transferred without the written permission of the Minister; no portion of the 
work to be performed shall be done at the homes of the workmen. 

(9) All workmen employed upon the work comprehended in and to be Workmen to 
executed pursuant to the said contract shall be residents of Canada, unless the beasia 
Minister is of opinion that Canadian labour is not available or that other special ‘ 
circumstances exist which render it contrary to the public interest to enforce 
this provision.

3. QUALITY OF WORK. 


The work shall be performed by the Contractor using the 
best materials and finished in the best and most workmanlike manner, 
and in atrict conformity with the contract, and to the complete 
satisfaction of the Indian Agent and the Minister, and at such 
_— as the Indian Agent shall, from time to time, direct. 


TIME. 
Time shall be deemed to be material and of the essence of 
this contract. 


5. CHANGES IN THE WORK. 


The Minister my, through the Indian Agent from time to time, 
by written instruction or drawings issued to the Contractor, make 
changes in the work, issue additional instructions, require additional 
work or direct the omission of work previously ordered, and the 
provisions of the contract shall apply to all such changes, 
modifications and additions with the same effect as if they were 
embodied in the contract plans, drawings and spe@ifications. 


Instructions ahil be deemed to have been duly given to 
the Contractor if given to the Superintendent or to a foreman of 
the Contractor on the work, of if given to the Contractor personally or, 
if the Contractor is a firm or corporation, to a member of such firm 
or officer of such corporation. 


If there is any change in the work, the Minister shall 
decide if there has been such a mterial increase or decrease in 
the scope of the work so that an adjustment should be mide in the 
Contractor's fee and the Minister's decision on the adjustment to 
be mide shall be final. 
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6. INDIAN AGENT SOLE JUDGE #3F WORK AND MATERIALS. 


The Indian Agent shall be the sole judge of the work and 
material, in respect of both quality and quantity, and his decision 
on o11 questions in dispute with regard thereto, or os to the meaning 
or intention of the contract and as to the meaning or ‘aterpretation 
of the plans, drqwings and specifications shall be final, and no work 
under the contract shall be deemed to have benn performed, nor mterials 
or things provided, go as to entitle the Contractor to payment therefor 
unless and until the Indian Agent is satisfied therewith, as evidenced 
by his certificate in writing, which certificate shall be o condition 
precedent: to the right of the contractor to be paid therefor; provided 
that any such decision may be altered or cancelled by the Minister. 


1, WORK SUBJECT TO CONTROL OF INDIAN AGENT. 


The work shall, in every particular, be under and subd ject to 
the control and supervision of the Indian ‘gent, 


8. FOREMAN OF WORKS. 


A competent foreman shall be ke pt on the ground by the 
Contractor during working hours, to receive the orders of the Indian 
Agent. Such foreman shall be considered as the lawful representative 
of the Contractor and shall carry out all requisitions and instructions 
of the Indian Agent. 


9. DEFECTIVE WORK OR MATERIAL. _ 


Should the Contractor use or employ or intend to use or employ, 
any material, plant, tools equipment, articles or things, which, in 
the opinion of the Indian Agent, are not in accordance with the 
provisions of the contract or are in any way unsuitable for the 
work, or any part thereof, or should the Indian Agent consider that any 
work is for any reason, improperly, defectively, or insufficiently 
executed or performed, the Indian Agent may order the Contractor to 
remove the same, and to uge and employ proper material, plant, tools, 
equipment, articles and things or to properly re-execute and perforn 
such work, as the case may be, and thereupon the Contractor shall 
immediately comply with such orders and if the Contractor fails to comply 
with suck orders within twenty-four howrs the Indian Agent may, at any 
time thereafter, execute or cause to be executed the orders so given. 


10. CONSUMABLE TOOLS, MATERIALS AND SUPPLIES. 


All usable tools (other than tools customarily provided by 
tradesmen) and all consumble materkals and supplies left over after 
the completion of the work shall, if the Minister so desires, be 
taken over and be paid for by the Contractor at a fair and reasonable 
price to be determined by the Minister. 


11. WORK NOT COMPRISED IN CONTRACT. 


His Mojeaty may, at any time, without payment therefor, send 
and employ on, in and about the work other contract rs, and workmen, with 
such horses, machinery, tools, plant, equipment, materials, articles and 
things as the Indian Agent may deem necc svary to do any work not 
comprised. in the contract, and the Contractor shall afford them all 
reasonable facilities, to the satisfaction of the Indian Agent, 
for doing such work, ¢ the work of the Contractor being 
interfered with as little as the Indian Agent may deem praéticable. 
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The taking of possession of the whole or any part of the 
work of the Contractor for such prupose shall not be deemed in 
acceptance ty or on behalf of His Majesty of the whole or any 
portion of the work comprised in this contract. 


12, POWER TO TAKE WORK FROM CONTRACTOR. 


In case the Contractor shall mike default or delay in 
commencing, or in diligently executing any of the work or portions 
thereor to be performed, or that may be ordered under the contract, 
to the satisfaction of the Indian Agent, the Indian Agent may give a 
general notice to the Contractor requiring him to put an end to 
such default or delay, and should such default or delay continue for 
six days after such notice shall have been given by the Indian Agent 
to the Contractor, or should the Contractor mke default in 
completion of the work, or any portion thereof, within the time limited 
with respect thereto in or under this contract, or should the 
Contractor become insolvent or abandon the work or make an 
assignment of this contract wi'‘iout the consent required or otherwise 
fail to observe and perform an; of the provisions of the contract, 
then and in any of such cases, the Minister, for and on behalf of 
His Majesty, and without any fuither authorization, may take all the 
work out of the Contractor's hands and may employ such meang as he 
may see fit to complete the work, and in such cases the Contractor 
shall have no claim for any further payment on account of the fee 
stipulated to be payable to the Contractor or in respect of work 
performed, but shall be chargeable with, and shall remain liable for 
all lose and damage which may be suffered by His Majesty by reason 
of such default, or delay, or ie non-completion by the Contractor 
of the work, and all horses, machinery, toobs, plant and equipment, 
and all rights proprietary or otherwise, arty powers and 
privileges, Cee Me « ds 

» Whether relating to or affecting real estate or personal 
property, acquired, possessed or provided by the Contractor for the 
purposes of the work, or by the Indian Agent under the provision of 
the contract my be used, exerc'ned and enjoyed by ig Majesty, for 
the purpose of carrying out the work as fully to all intents and 
purposes as they might theretofore have been used, exercised and 
enjoyed by the Contractor. 


13. INSURANCE. 


(a)The Contractor, unless otherwise instructed by the Minister 
shall insure all materiale, ea‘nment and the Contractor's plant during 
transit and at all times during the construction and until the final 
acceptance of the work and shall keep the same and all buildings and 
structure being constructed and i/c r erected insured against loss by fire, 
in such insurance company or corrpanies and in such amount or 
amounts as may be approved of ty the Indian Agent and the policies 
of such insurance shall be rm-" vable as the interests of the 
Contractor and His Majesty , 1... .--pesctively, appear, and the 
original policies together with cortified copies thereof shall be 
forwarded to the Indian Affaire Pranch; provided Ut1t such buildings 
or structures need not be insured by the Contractor from and after 
the date of the occupation thereof by [is Majesty.. 


(b) The Contractor shall maintain such insurance as will 
protect him from claims under the Workmen's Compensation Acts and from 
any other claims for damages for personal injury, including death, 
which may arise from his operations under the Contract. Certificates 
of such insurance shall be forw..ried to the Indian Affaire Branch 
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and shall be subject to their approval as to adequacy of pro- 
tection; and the Contractor shall indemnify and save harmless 
His Majesty from and against all claims and demands, loss, costs, 
damages, actions suits or other proceedings by whomsoever made, 
brought or prosecuted in any manner based upon, occasioned by, 

or attributable to any such death, or injury, or any damage to, 
or infringement of, any property or right. 


GOVERNMENT ISSUE 


(a) All items comprised in any Government issue supplied to 
the Contractor for the pruposes of the contract shall always be 
and remain the property of His Majesty and shall be used by the 
Contractor solely for the purposes of the contract and the Con- 
tractor shall account fully to the Minister for such Government 
issue in such manner as the Minister may require, 


(b) The Contractor shall be responsible for and shall in- 
demnify His Majesty for all loss or damage of or to any and all 
such Government issue while on the premises of or in the care or 
subject to the control of the Contractor and shall at its own ex- 
pense replace, repair or restore to the complete satisfaction of 
the Minister any and all such Government issue which may be so 
lost or damaged; provided that the Contractor shall not be ob- 
ligated to make good damage caused by reasonable wear and tear or 
due to causes beyond his control, 


PRECAUTIONS AGAINST FIRE 


The Contractor shall take special precautions to prevent 
fire occurring in or about the work, and shall observe and comply 
with all laws and regulations in force respecting fires, and with 
all regulations and instructions made and given from time to time 
during construction, by the Indian Agent with respect to fires 
and the prevention and extinguishing of fires, 


ASSIGNMENTS 


The Contractor shall not assign or sublet the contract 
without the written consent of the Minister first obtained; pro- 
vided however, that (unless, in any case, the Minister objects 
thereto and subject also as herein provided) the Contractor may 
sublet such portions of the work herein contracted for as is 
customary and usual in the construction of such work, but His 
Majesty shall not in any way be held liable for the payment of 
any moneys due to any sub-contractor, and the Contractor shall be 
held responsible for the proper performance of every portion of 
the work herein contracted for, 


SUB-CONTRACTORS 


The Contractor shall, before entering into any sub- 
contracts for work or materials, notify the Indian Agent in writing 
of the names of all such proposed sub-contractors and the terms 
and conditions of such sub-contracts and shall not enter into 
any such sub-contracts without obtaining the approval of the 
Indian Agent thereto, 


The Indian Agent may, on request, furnish to any sub- 
contractor wherever practicable, evidence of the amounts certified 
to on his account, 


The Contractor agrees to bind every sub-contractor by 
the terms of the General Conditions, Drawings and Specifications, 
as far as applicable to his work. 
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MEMBER OF H, OF C. NOT TO BENEFIT 


No member of the House of Commons of Canada shall be 
admitted to any share or part of the contract, or to any benefit 
to arise therefrom. 


ACCOUNTS 


The Contractor shall keep proper accounts and records 
in such form and detail as shall be satisfactory to the Minister 
of the cost to the Contractor of the work and the invoices, re- 
ceipts and vouchers relating thereto, and such accounts, records, 
invoices, receipts and vouchers shall at all times be open to 
audit and inspection by the Minister or his authorized re- 
presentatives (who may make copies thereof and take extracts 
therefrom) and the Contractor shall afford all proper facilities 
for such audits and inspections and shall furnish the Minister 
and his authorized representative with all such information as he 
or they may from time to time require with reference to such 
accounts, records, invoices, receipts and vouchers, If any part 
of the work is performed by an allied firm (as defined herein) 
the Contractor shall also cause such allied firm to keep similar 
accounts, records, invoices, receipts and vouchers with respect 
to the cost of the work performed by such allied firm, and to 
permit the same to be inspected and audited by the aut horized 
respresentatives of the Minister. The Contractor shall cause all 
such accounts, records, invoices, receipts and vouchers as 
aforesaid to be preserved and kept available for audit and in- 
spection at any time and from time to time until the expiration 
of five (5) years from the date of the termination of the work, 


WORK TO BE FREE FROM ALL 2NCUMBRANCES 


Before making any payment on any progress or final 
estimate the Minister may require the Contractor to furnish 
evidence that all work performed, and material supplied and all 
structures built for which payment is being made are free and 
clear from all lawful claims or liens under any law for labour, 
workmanship, materials or otherwise; the Contractor shall in- 
demnify and hold harmless His Majesty from and against any and all 
kinds of claims or liens accruing from labour and services: per- 
formed and material furnished or otherwise, and any of the same 
in or about the works, 


PATENT CLAIMS AND ROYALTIES 


(a) His Majesty shall indemnify the Contractor against all 
actions, claims or proceedings for infringement of any patent or 
industrial design rights or of any alleged patent or industrial 
design rights (hereinafter referred to as "patent rights") in 
carrying out his contract, and for royalties or other payments 
which may be payable in connection with any such patent rights 
(including any amounts properly payable by the Contractor to any 
of its sub-contractors pursuant to any similar covenant of in- 
demnity given by the Contractor to any sub-contractor), in respect 
of anything the model, plan or design of which shall have been 
provided by or on behalf of His Majesty, but this indemnity shall 
apply to this contract only. 


(b) Save and except as set forth in sub-section (a) of this 
section, the Contractor shall indemnify His Majesty against all 
actions, claims or proceedings for infringement of any patent 
rights and for royalties or other payments which may be payable 
in connection with any such patent rights in carrying out this 
contract, 
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(c) Before making any payments with respect to any patent 
rights, the Contractor shall supply to the Minister a statement 
showing 411 payments and claims for payment by way of royalties 
or otherwise which the Contractor or any of its sub-contractors 
will or may be obligated to make or proposes to make to the owner 
or holder of any patent rights in connection with this contract, 
and the basis thereof and the parties to whom the same are payable, 
and shall from time to time promptly advise the Minister of any 
and all claims or arrangements made or proposed, which would or 
might result in further or different payments being made by the 
Contractor or any of its sub-contractors by way of royalties or 
otherwise as aforesaid. 


(d) If and when the Minister shall so direct, the Con- 
tractor shall make no payment by way of royalties or otherwise 
with respect to any patent rights referred to in any statement 
furnished by the Contractor as provided in sub-section (c) of 
this section, except with the consent of the Minister and subject 
to such conditions as the Minister may impose and from and after 
the giving of any such direction by the Minister, His Majesty 
shall indemnify the Contractor against any action, claim or pro- 
ceeding for infringement of the patent rights covered by such 
direction or for non-payment of royalties or other payments in 
respect thereof, 


SANITATION 


The Contractor shall comply with, and the work shall be 
carried on subject to all regulations made by any lawful author- 
ity and applicable to said work, and all orders given by the 
Indian Agent with respect to sanitation or preservation of health 
on the work. The Contractor shall make adequate arrangements, to 
the satisfaction of the Indian Agent, for the medical and senitary 
supervision of all his employees, 


INDIAN AGENT'S MARKS 


The Contractor shall protect, and shall not remove or 
destroy, or permit to be removed or destroyed, the stakes, buoys 
and other marks placed on or about the said work by the Indian 
Agent or his assistants, and shall furnish the necessary assist- 
ance to correct or replace any stake, buoy or mark which 
through any cause may have been removed or destroyed, 


NOTICES 


Any notice, order, direction or other communication 
given to the Contractor under any of the provisions of this con- 
tract shall be sufficiently given if delivered to the Contractor 
personally, or to his foreman, or left at the Contractor's office, 
or mailed at any post office to the Contractor or foreman addres- 
sed to the address mentioned in the contract, or to the Con- 
tractor's last known place of business or residence, 


PROGRESS MEASUREMENTS AND CERTIFICATES NOT BINDING 


The progress measurements and progress certificates 
shall not in any respect be taken as binding upon the Indian 
Agent or as final measurements or as fixing final amounts; they 
are to be subject to the revision of the Indian Agent in making 
up his final certificate, and they shall not in any respect be 
taken as an acceptance of the work or as @ release of the Con- 
tractor from responsibility in respect thereof, 
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PROTECTION OF WORK 


The Contract and all information issued in connection 
therewith are confidential and their use must be strictly con- 
fined to the work and to the purpose of the contract; and 
perticulars contained therein; and other matter issued in con- 
nection therewith, must not be disclosed to unauthorized persons. 


The Contractor shall at all times take and cause to be 
taken all reasonable measures, for the protection of the work 
against espionage and sabotage, and on the order of the Minister 
shall dispense with the services of any person employed in 
about or upon the work or cause the same to be dispensed with. 
The Minister shall at all times through such agency as he may see 
fit be entitled to maintain on or about the premises where the 
work or any part thereof is being carried on such police or 
other protective force as in the opinion of the Minister may be 
advisable. 


CANADIAN WORK AND MATURIALS 


To the full extent that the same are procurable, only 
Canadian labour, parts and materials (unless otherwise agreed by 
the Minister) shall be used in connection with the work. 


EMPLOYMENT OF EX-SERVICE MEN 


In engaging labour for the work contemplated by this 
contract, either from the ‘ational Employment Service or from 
Trade Unions with which the contractor has collective agreements, 
the contractor shall specify that preference shall be given to 
competent and available ex-service men. 


The contractor shall maintain and keep available for 
inspection by the Minister a record of the names and addresses of 
ex-service men employed, together with a record of the steps 
taken to implement this requirement, 


SALARIES 


The salaries payable to engineers, superintendents, 
draftsmen and foremen shall only be such as shall be approved by 
the Minister. 


TERMINATION 


(a) Notwithstanding anything in this contract contained the 
Minister may, by giving notice to the Contractor, terminate the 
contract (save and except the provisions of this section ané of 
Section 19 of these general conditions) as regards all or aay part 
or parts of the work or works not theretofore completed. Upon 
such notice being given, the Contractor shall cease work (includ- 
ing the procuring of materials for the fulfilment of the contract) 
in accordance with and to the extent specified in such notice but 
Shall proceed with all reasonable speed to complete such part or 
parts (if any) of the work or works as aré by the terms of such 
notice to be completed and shall also proceed with all reasonable 
speed to complete up to such time and/or stage as may be specified 
in the notice any part or parts of the work or works as required 
by such notice. The Minister may, at any time, or from time to 
time give one or more additional notices with respect to any or all 
parts of the work which remain to be completed after the giving of 
any previous notice or notices, 


(b) All work completed by the Contractor under or pursuant to 
the provisions of the contract before or after the giving of any 
notice, subject to acceptance by His Majesty in accordance with the 
provisions of the contract, shall be paid for on the basis provided 
in the agreement (the Contractor being allowed such fraction of his 
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stipulated fee as shall be proportionate to the amount of the 
work theretofore completed) and the Contractor shall be entitled 
to be reimbursed the actual cost to the contractor of work not 
completed under or pursuant to the provisions of this contract 
and/or any notice given pursuant thereto plus a fair and reason- 
able profit in respect of work done thereon, provided that no 
reimbursement shall be made for materials which have been or may 
be rejected after inspection as not complying with the terms and 
conditions of this contract and the specifications, 


(c) In the event that the Contractor and the Minister are 
unable to agree upon the amount in respect of which the Con- 
tractor is entitled to be reimbursed as aforesaid, the matter 
shall be referred to the Exchequer Court, 


(ad) Whenever practicable the Contractor shall procure 
materials required for the performance of the contract on terms 
that will enable it to terminate any contracts entered into by 
the Contractor upon conditions and terms similar in effect to those 
herein provided for in respect to termination by the Minister and 
the giving of a notice or notices as aforesaid; and generally 
the Contractor shall co-operate with His Majesty and the Minister 
and do everything reasonably within its power at all times to 
minimize and reduce the amount of His Majesty's obligations 
under the provisions of this section, 


(e) Upon reimbursement being made to the Contractor as 
herein provided, title to the materials and/or work in progress 
in respect of which such reimbursement is made shall pass to and 
vest in His Majesty (the Contractor hereby agreeing to execute 
and deliver all requisite instruments by way of further assurance) 
and such materials and/or work in progress shall be delivered to 
the order of the Minister, but the materials thus taken over will 
in no case be in excess of what would have been required for 
performing the contract in full if no notice had been given under 
the provisions hereof, 


(f) If it is established to the satisfaction of the Minister 
by the Contractor that by reason of any action taken by the 
Minister under the provisions of this section exceptional hardship 
has resulted to the Contractor then the Minister may, notwith- 
standing any other provisions of this section, in his absolute 
discretion grant such allowance (not to include in any case, 
however, any allowance or compensation for loss of profit) to 
the Contractor as, in the opinion of the Minister is warranted by 
the circumstances, 


(g) Any action, decision or determination by the Minister 
under the provisions of this section shall be final and binding 
upon the Contractor, 


(h)- The Contractor shall have no claim for damages, com- 
pensation loss of profit, allowance or otherwise by reason of or 
directly or indirectly arising out of any action taken or notice 
given by the Minister under or pursuant to the provisions of this 
section except as and to the extent in this section expressly 
provided, 


(4) The right of termination and of giving notice herein- 
before provided shall be in addition to and not in substitution 
for any other right possessed by His Majesty and/or the Minister, 


LABOUR CONDITIONS 


The Contractor shall comply with and be subject to 
all the terms and conditions of the Labour Conditions (if any) 
referred to in the agreement and to all veriations and modifi petinoned 
thereof that may at any time be enacted or brought into foreg 
during the continuance of the contract.

Before building a new barn or remodeling an old one, a careful study of barn 
plans should be undertaken, Visit and study existing barns in the neighborhood, 
Faults and mistakes may be seen in the old and avoided in the new, Good ideas may 
be noted and used to advantage, The farm barn is a heavy investment and troubles 
resulting from bad planning are very serious and lasting, In a well built and well 
planned barn there should be a reduction of time and labour in caring for the stook, 
a decrease in the loss of young animals and an increase in milk production, The 
animals sheltered in the barn should return a fair income on the cost of the build- 
ing. High producing cows will justify a reasonably greater expenditure for shelter, 


Some of the more important factors to be considered in planning the barn are 
location, convenience of planning, tyne of construction, window area, cubic air 
space, ventilation and equipment. 


+ The site should be dry and well drained, Such a site will avoid moh 
excessive dampness in the barn and feed rooms and mud in the barnyard, The barn 
should be located where prevailing winds will not blow from the barn towards the 
house, carrying odours from the stable and yard, It is preferable, if otherwise 
convenient, to run the building north and south so that the sides will get the 
morning and afternoon sun, which is an advantage in regulating stable temperatures, 
In planning the layout of the farm buildings, mich can be done to reduce the fire 
risk, Where buildings are closely grouped, considerable time and labour is saved in 
doing chores and carrying out the routine of farm work, This gain, however, will 
hardly offset the risk of heavy loss from fire, In this respect it is better 
economy to have the buildings well separated, It is recommended that there should 
be a clear spade of at Teast 150 feet between the principal farm buildings, Fire 
risk can be reduced also by so locating these buildings that the prevailing winds 
will blow across the line of the buildings, 


TYPE - In general purpose barns, cattle and horses are frequently kept together, but 
good practice calls for dairy herds to be separated at least by tight partitions 
from horses, There are many types of construction and shapes and styles of barn, 

The earlier barns in this country were built with heavy timber frames, mortised and 
tenoned, braced and pinned, These barns were usually roofed with a single pitch 
from ridge to eaves, Later the gambrel roof with two and sometimes even three slopes 
became popular, So-called "Gothic" or “round” roofed barns have also been built in 
many parts of the country, Great variations in plan and arrangement occur, with 
level cross drive barn floors, bank barns with the variant of cross drive and 
longitudinal drive floors, rectangular, L, U, or T-shaped plans, octagonal plans, and 
circular plans, In recent years mowless one storey cow barns with separate hay or 
ensilage storage have been looked upon with favour by some farmers. The latter type 
must have roof as well as walls insulated, 


In construction, plank frame, braced rafter or laminated rafter construction 
have superseded almost entirely the old timber frame on account of their greater 
economy in the use of material and labour, The gambrel roof seems to be the simplest 
and most practical shape, The "Gothic" type has the advantage of somewhat greater 
Clear space in the loft, but there have been a number of failures in thie type and 
great care mst be taken in the construction of the rafters or ribs, 


GEMENT = The question of facing in or facing out is one for the individual 
farmer to decide as both have their advantages, With stock facing out, cleaning may 
be done from one alley, which is often arranged as a wide central drive; most of the 
work is done behind the stock; the mangers receive sunlight; the stock displays better 
and it is easier to bring the animals in one door, Advantages for stock facing in 
are more convenient in feeding which is done from one alley (this is a more frequent 
operation than milking or cleaning), the gutters get more sunlight which helps sani- 
tation, better light for milking, two doors avoid crowding at the entrance and the 
ventilation system is more easily installed, 


gyal s Al ~ These vary from 3' -0" to 4' -0" in width with an average of 3' -4" or 
3° =6": and from 4' ~3" to 5' -6" in length, It is possible to accommodate both large 
and small animals by varying the length of the platform from one end of the row to 
the other and, with adjustable steel stanchions, almost any desired length may be 
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secured, Gutters vary from 16" to 18" in width, with a depth of 4" to 6" on the alley 
side and 7" to 9" on the stall side, High and low manger fronts each have certain 
advantages. 


CONSTRUCTION - Concrete is about the only really satisfactory dairy stable floor, 
being durable and easily kept clean; in horse stalls, plank overlays, brick or creo- 
soted wood paving blocks may be used, Plank floors should be removable for cleaning, 
Always use plenty of good bedding, Mangers and gutters should have a fall of 1" in 
25' -0" up to a length of 50' -0O", In longer barns, they should pitch from the ends 
towards the centre, They should have drains with plugs so that they may be properly 
flushed, 


Walls may be of stone, tile, concrete or frame, An air space should be provided 
in masonry walls, The concrete wall may be carried up one foot only, up to the 
window sills or up to the loft floor, with frame above, Where the wood frame starts 
one foot above the floor, a warm, well insulated wall can be provided without great 
expense, For framing the gambrel roof either the braced raftor or the plank frame 
may be used, In the. braced rafter, which is_suitable for widths up-to .36' =" where 
the loft side walls are not more than 10' -0", onch upper rafter is braced to each 
lower rafter and each lower rafter to the wall studding, The plank frame consists of 
trusses spaced at 10' <0" to 14' -0" on centres, with purlins running the length of 
the barn, The quantity of lumber in the two types is approximately the same, The 
braced rafter does not reouire any pieces over 14' -0" in length, in the 34' width or 
over 16' -0" in the 36' width, It is therefore sometimes more economical and is 
almost equally as strong, 


LIGHT - Ample window space should be provided, Regulations vary a great deal in this 
respect, but the average requirement is 4 square feet of glass per cow, Windows 
should be higher than their width as more floor area receives sunlight in this way, 

A suitable window consists of two sashes (each 6 light 10" x 12") the lower being 
fixed and the upper hinged to the lower to drop inwards on checks or a chain; a 
twelve light window of the type provides 10 square feet of glass, For box stalls, a 
six light sash is usually satisfactory and light may be provided for these on a basis 
of 1 sq. ft, of glass to 20 or 25 sq, ft. of floor area, Storm sash will add 
considerably to the comfort of the barn in winter, 


VENTILATION ~- Animals in a poorly ventilated barn require more feed to maintain 
bodily weight and condition and to keep up production than those in proper surround« 
ings. Without proper circulation, the air, warmed by the animals rises and condenses 
on windows, walls and ceilings causing a damp barn, From 500 to 700 cu, ft, of air 
should be allowed per cow, which means that the ceiling shall be about 8' ~0", and 
not over 8' ~6" in height; in box stalls and calf pens, where the number of animals 
per sq. ft, of floor area is less, the ceilings may be reduced in height, In the 
average Canadian climate, insulation of the walls as well as the ceiling of the 
stable is advisable, The hay in the loft of the ordinary farm barn provides perfect 
insulation of the ceiling, In a one storey barn, some other form of insulation must 
be installed to take its place, . 


Inlets should be well distributed over the building, Each one should not be 
more than 50 to 100 square inches in area, They should always be provided with 
control dampers, The outlet mst be tightly built, say of two ply matched lumbor 
with paper between, and must also be equipped with a damper, These may vary in size; 
20" to 26" square is usual in the Rutherford system, and often mich larger in the 
single out-take modified King.systom, A table is given on the drawing indicating 
approximate flue sizes required, 


- High costs of farm labour may sometimes warrant the installation of 
equipment that will save additional help and thus reduce expense, All equipment such 
as litter and feed carriers, milking machines, etc, should be carefully planned before 
the barn is built in order to avoid unnecessary cutting and fitting to install this 
equipment later, 


RULES AND REGULATIONS - In most, provinces of Canada there are Health By-laws governing 
certain requirements for Stable buildings, Inquiries should be made direct to the 
Board of Health or other local authority as to the regulations in force in the 
particular province, or in the milk district to which milk may be shipped, These 
regulations cover such matters as distances from barn to piggery, to manure shed, to 
milk houses window area for light, cubic content of stable or air space per cow, 
ventilation, etc,

The proposed new barn will be for the use of cattle 
only. Mr. Strapp states he wants stall accommodation for 
52 head. In addition box stalls will be required for 
calves and for cows about to freshen and a bull pen will 
also be required. 


A barn large enough to stable the above stock would 
have storage loft for at least 120 tons of hay, which amount, 
along with other feed, would last through the cold winter 
months. 


I would suggest that no definite plan be accepted 
until Mr. Strapp presents his plan, which he believes 
represents the requirements for a school the size of 
Brandon. On receipt of his plan it will then be possible 
to determine the cost. If then, the cost is considered 
too great perhaps the size of the barn could be reduced in

We are in receipt of a letter from Mr. D.B. Gow, dated February 
2, 1948, in connection with the vertical high pressure boiler which was 
rented last July for temporgfy use at the above. 


Reviewing the fircumstances which made this action necessary,you 
are advised that Principal 0.B. Strapp of Brandon, Manitoba, wired the 
Indian Affairs Branch on June 14th to the effect that the existing vertical 
high pressure boiler used for laundry services had collapsed and was beyond 
repairs This was not unexpected as our Mr. Hargreaves, following an inspection 
of the boiler room equipment in June 1946, reported in a memorandum toMr.Wardle 
dated June 20, 1946, that this Division would teke no responsibility for the 
continued operation of the unit under the existing ciscumstences, 


A memorandum dated June 14th was received from the Indian Affairs 
Branch, requesting this Division to take immediate action with regard to 
renting a high pressure boiler for use in the school until the plant revisions 
were carried out. 


On the same date a telegram was despatched to Mr. D.B. Gow, re# 
questing him to rent a vertical high pressure boiler for an estimated several 
months duratione It should be brought to your attention that this unit will 
not be needed when the plant revisions are completed as the new work includes 
for a different type of high pressure boiler, one having capacity to serve 
not only the laundry but also the large domestic hot water demand. 


After some difficulty,Mr. Gow located and rented a 10 horsepower 
vertical high pressure boiler, at a rental charge of $25.00 per month plus 
cartage from Winnipeg to Brandon in the amount of $19.00. These accounts he 
was asked to certify and pass on to the Indian Affairs Branch for payment. 


Due to circunstances beyond our control, the revisions to the boiler 
room equipment have been delayed beyond our expectation, extending the conti- 
nued use of the rented boiler; and to date no rental invoices have been re- 
ceived by this Division. 


Mr. Gow suggests in his letter referred to above, that the Departe 
ment give consideration to purchasing this boiler outright for possible future 
use elsewhere. With this in mind, he contacted the owners J. Hayes and Sons, 
of Winnipeg, and they have agreed to abandon the rental account and to sell 
the boiler to the Department for a price of $225.00 plus interest at the rate 
of 6% calculated from July lst to the date of payment. This total charge will 
amount to approximately $235.00.

Added to the rental charges for approximately ten months, the totel would 
be $300.00, 


It is felt adyi mble under the cirewistances to recommend to 
Indien Affairs Branch the purchase of this unit, which is reported to te 
in good conlition, for possible use elsewhere eat a later date. It is felt 
lilely that storage space could be found either at the Brandon or Por tage 
la Prairie Indian Residential Schools, 


Since Mr. Gow has asked for an early decision in connection with 


this purchase, we would appreciate receiving your instructions so thet he 
may be advised as to what action he should take.

In accordance with the instructions outlined in 
your letter of April 15 last, Your File I.A. 1480-4, we made 
surveys and prepared plans, with estimates covering a scheme to 
connect the City of Brandon water supply with the “randon Indian 
Residential School and the Dominion axperimental Farm which adjoins 
the Indian School property. 


Your correspondence file will reveal that for many 
years now the water supply eat the 4randon Indian Sehool has been 
at times insufficient to mest the demand and that the situation 
appears to be-coming more critical from year to year. The water 
supply is taken from two aprings thet appear to be fuiling and no 
further surface springs now remain. The Dominion Experimental 
Farm, which lies immediately to the east of the school farm 
obtein their water supply from springs and shallow wells and 
according to the Superintendent of the Farm, they are experiencing 
the same difficulty from a dwindling water supply ae is experienced 
by the school, Neither the school nor the farn buildings have any 
surplus water in order to provide against fire and at both 
institutions there are lerce capital outlays invested in buildings. 
Insofar as this offices is aware, no deep wells have been drilled 
in the area of the Experimental Farm or the school in order to 
explore the possibility of seeuring an adequate water supply from 
wells. 


We are enclosing a memorandum prepared by Mr. W. 
H. Waljace of this staff, which together with enclosures, outlines 
the proposed connection from the City of Brandon water system to 
the Srandon Indian ‘esidential School and the Dominion Sxperimental 
Farm. This memorandum outlines the main essential features of the 
proposed scheme for water supply and fire protection, together 
with the estimted costs of the same. The memorandum does not Zo 
into details with respect to the connection between the mains and 
the individual connections to residences and buildings, nor does 
it cover the cost of the same, The City of Brandon has not been 
approached with a view to ascertaining the rates that would be 
charged for water supplied since special consideration would have 
to be given by the City Council to any such proposal as is outlired. 


You will note that the estimated costes of the 
proposed mains, together with Hydrants, are only slightly under 
$50,000, I might point out that the farge barn at the Indian 
Sehool at Brandon was destroyed by fire early in the winter and 
will have to be replaced by a new structure this coming year. I 
am advised by the Principal of the School that had there been 
avallable any water supply for fire protection purposes, this fire 
could have readily been put out soon after it was noticed, New 
residences are being completed at both the farm and at the school 
and the matter of fire protection for both institutions is most 
important and accordingly the proposed scheme should be given 
serious consideration.

We are enclosing two extra copies of the 
monorandum by Mr. “allace, together with the accompanying 
plans and would ask that @abmit one o of the same to 
the Direstor of the Expe tal Farm Service at Ottawa so that 
the seriousness of this matter can be brought to their attention. 
I might point out that we are also supplying a c of the 
memorandum and plans to the Superintendent of the nion 
Experimental Parm at Brandon. 


With respect to the estimates of cost cover 
material and labour . Wallacs has prepered detailed estimates 
and these can be made available if it is so desired, However, 
they do not accouwpany his memorandus. 


In view of the heavy capital outlay involved in 
the proposed connection to the Srandon water supply, I believe 
it will be advisable to explore the possibilities of securing 
an adequate weter supply from a deep well. We will make 
inquiries through the services of the Provincial Government at 
Winnipeg as to any information they may have with respect to 
well drilling at don and also make inquiries locally at 
Brandon as regards deep well drilling. If such inquiries ave 
encou ing, we may submit further suggestions with respect to 
the drilling of a test wel early this spring in the vicinity 
of the sehool and farm,

EIEE Lites

In accordance with the instructions outlined in 
your letter of April 16 last, Your File I.A, 1480=4, we made 
surveys and prepared plans, with estimates, covering a scheme to 
connect the City of Brandon water supply wich the Brandon Indian 
Residential School and the Dominion Experimental Farm which adjoins 


the Indian School propertys 


Your correspondence file will reveal that for many 
yeers now the water supply at the Brandon Indian School has been 
at times insufficient to meet the demand and that the situation 
appears to be-coming more critical from year to yeare The water 
supply is taken from two springs that appear to be failing and no 
further surface springs now remains The Dominion Experimental 
Farm, which lies immediately to the east of the school farn, 
obtain their water supply from springs and shallow wells and 
according to the Superintendent of the Farm, they are experiencing 
the same difficulty from a dwindling water Supply as is experienced 
by the school, Neither the school nor the farm buildings have any 
surplus water in order to provide against fire and at toth 
institutions there are large capital outlays invested in buildings. 
Insofar as this office is aware, no deep wells have beon drilled 
in the area of the Experimental Farm or the school in order to 
explore the possibility of securing an adequate water supply from 
wells. 


We are enclosing a memorandum prepared by Mr. W. 
He Wallace of this staff, which together with enclosures, outlines 
the proposed connection from the City of Brandon water system to 
the Brandon Indian Residential School and the Dominion Experimental 
Farms This memorandum outlines the main essential features of the 
proposed scheme for water supply and fire protection, together 
with the estimated costs of the Sames The memorandum does not go 
into details with respect to the connection between the mains and 
the individual connections to residences and buildings, nordoes 
it cover the cost of the Sames The City of Brandon has not been 
approached with a view to ascertaining the rates that would be 
charged for water supplied since special consideration would have 
to be given by the City Council to any such proposal as is outline ds

We are enclosing two extra copies of the 
memorandum by Mr. Wallace, together with the accompanying 
plans and would ask that you submit one copy of the same to 
the Director of the Experimental Farm Service at Ottawa so that 
the seriousness of this matter can be brought to their attention. 
I might point out that we are also supplying a copy of the 
memorandum and plans to the Superintendent of the Dominion 
Experimental Farm at Brandon. 


With respect to the estimates of cost covering 
material and labour, Mr. Wallace has prepared detailed estimates 
and these can be made available if it is so desired. However, 
they do not accompany his memorandum, 


In view of the heavy capital outlay involved in 
the proposed connection to the Brandon water supply, I believe 
it will be advisable to explore the possibilities of securing 
an adequate water supply from a deep well. We will make 
inquiries through the services of the Provincial Government at 
Winnipeg as to any information they may have with respect to 
well drilling at Brandon and also make inquiries locally at 
Brandon as regards deep well drilling. If such inquiries ape 
encouraging, we may submit further suggestions with respect to 
the drilling of a test weal early this spring in the vicinity 
of the school and farms

Referring to a memorandum from Indian Affairs, dated 
April 9, 1947, we have now received a report from Mr. W.H. 
Wallace, dated March 11, 1948, with covering letter from Mr. 
Gow, dated March 18, 1948. Triplicate copies of the report, 
with plans and covering letter, are attached herewith. 


From the figures given in the report it can be 
inferred that the oapacity of the present Brandon pumping 
Plant is in excess of present consumption, but we do not yet 
know whether the filtration plant has the same excess capacity. 
However, one would not anticipate that the city would object 
to supplying the small amount of domestic water needed for 
the Brandon Residential Sehool and for the Experimental Farm 
on the basis of lack of capacity of the plant. Fire require- 
ments might be a different matter. 


You will note that the cost of the proposal to 
supply both institutions (School and Farm) from one system 
connected to the Brandon supply is estimated at approximately 
$50,000.00. This figure might not cover the cost of dis- 
Sribution lines to individual buildings and the cost of se- 
curing right of waye 


Mr. Gow intends to explore the possibilities of 
securing water for the School from a deep well and this general 
information is nesessary and will be useful in coming to a 
final decision, 


Securing water from the City of Brandon has many 
advantages, andif the cost can be shared with the Experiment- 
al Farm Service the scheme might be attractive to both the 
Indian Affairs Branch ani the Experimental Farm Service of 
the Department of Agriculture. 


The cost might be reduced by the elimination of 
fire protection and the use of smaller pipe which would save 
money on material , but other installation costs would not be 
reduced to any great extent. Owing to the high elevation of 
the School a pump would be needed to give efficient fire 
service after the pipes have deteriorated in capacity some 
years after installations The ficures on fire pressures in 
the report seem to be a trifle optimistic and based on the 
capacity of fairly new pipes.

Further to our memorandum of April 17th the 
following is quoted from a letter dated April 12th, 
1948, received from Mr. Gow in connection with this

"As intimated in your letter, it will be 
necessary to utilize pumpers at the hydrants 
in the vicinity of the school and Experimental 
Farm in case of a serious outbreak of fire. 
Such an outbreak would undoubtedly necessitate 
the use of two or more lines of hose and to 
maintain the adequate pressures necessary, 
pumpers would have to be utilized. The substitu- 
tion of 8" pipe in place of the 6" pipe as proposed, 
would provide additional water for the use of the 
pumpers and accordingly an additional line of 
hose could be used."

"We have for reply your letters of May 27 
and June 10 relating to the above outlined subject 
and asking for information with respect to the 
drilling of wells in the vicinity of the school. 


We are advised by the Superintendent of the 
Experimental Farm at Brandon that no wells which 
could be classified as deep wells, have been 
drilled on or near the property of the Experimental 
Farm, He reports that considerable money has been 
spent in digging and boring wells to various depths, 
however, and suggests that the possibility of obtaining 
am adequate supply of water by a deep well should be 
given consideration. Our information from the Public 
Works Department of the Manitoba Government is to the 
effect that their records do not show any drilling 
of wells in the vicinity of the Experimental Farm or 
the Indian Affairs Branch farm, or in the particular 
locality in which these farms are situated. We have 
made no inquiries as to the possibility of drilling

We are in receipt of a report of an inspection 
made by Mr. 0.J. Storsater of Mr. Gow's staff on June 11th, 
in which it is stated that the foundation walls have badly 
settled and cracked and basement floor has heaved, 


We sent a Day Letter to Mr. Gow requesting fur- 
ther information and whether the situation had further 
deteriorated in the meantime. 


In a letter dated June 26th, Mr. Gow states he 
has interviewed Mr. R.W. Davis, Regional Supervisor of 
Indian Affeirs, Winnipeg. Mr. Davis reports that the de- 
terioration in the building is increasing and that now the 
roof has pulled away from the walls and that there is addi- 
tional breakage in the foundation walls. Mr. Gow continues 
as follows. 


"Consideration will have to be given to the 
question as to whether or not the present site should 
be abandoned in favour of an adjoining site. Appar- 
ently the present site has encountered considerable 
underground drainage and unfortunately the proper 
precautions were not taken to provide adequate drain- 
age to care for this situation. To overcome this 
lack of drainage now and to correct the footings and 
foundations and to repair damage to the building ite 
self might be more expensive than to select a new 
site, provide new footings and foundations and move 
the existing structure to the same, 


The writer plans to pay a visit to Brandon early 
next week in order to see personally how serious the 
existing situation really is,"

Re Domestic Supply; 1 am still of the opinion that if the 
present 'High' and'Low'springs were properly exploited it would 
be possible to obtain a sufficient supply for our domestic use.

opened in a number of places and should be replaced with inter- 
locking steel plates driven into the ground. The wooden box 
which is located at the spring should be replaced with a concrete 
tank with weeping tile running into it.

If the above noted suggestions were carried out,a large quan ti ty 
of water that is now being lost would be conserved. 


Another item to be kept in mind is the additional grant which

I believe that the Residential 
school at Portage La Prairie is paying approximately 360.00 

a month for their domestic supply from the city. This school (bam),

Brandon Indian Residential School - Mr, jtrapp, the 
Principal, appears to be running & very good school. His 
buildings and grounds were in fair condition. However, 
his attitude is that the Department should do all the 
repairs, and very little repuir is done by any vf the 
school staff. 


The basement and ground floor are badly in need of re- 
decorating. In the boy's playroom the wainscotting is in 
very bad shape, and urgently in need of repairs. It is 
all broken and in terrible condition. I would recommend 
that this be repaired before the school Opens, also some 
decorating be done on the floors mentioned, 


The contractor is busy putting in the new boiler, and this 
work should be completed before the school opens, I would 
strongly recommend that the school be forged to hire an 
engineer with at least 3rd class papers to look after 
heating equipment after it has been repaired, and a new 
boiler put in, In the past they have had a low pressure 
boiler and the néw one is high pressure, Without proper 
care it will not last as long as it should, 


The cattle barn, which burned last fall, should be replaced 
before the school opens, as the cattle barn where they are 
keeping the cows at present is very unsuitable for this 
purpose,, and very unsanitary. 4 cannot find anything on 
file regarding this fire or barn, and request that you 

give me any information you have on hend. Also, if it is 
the intention of the Department to replace it this year. 
This school, like most ¥rotestant schools, has loaked doors, 
and takes on the appearance more of a jail than a school, 
If the Department insisted that this practise was dis- 
continued, I think we would find that the children would 
take better care of the Department property end buildings. 
At present they feel that they are not trusted, and it 
makes them more or less hostile and they do not appreciate 
what is being done for them,

Reference your marginal note of September 2nd 
on memorandum from Mr. Hoey of the same date in which the 
Director of Indian Affairs requests the Engineering and 
Construction Division to provide some solution of the 
construction difficnlties encountered in the erection of 
the Principal's Residence. 


This Division did not provide plans, selection 
of site nor supervision and when called upon for an 
inspection of the structure, the construction was so far 
advanced that Mr. Storsater of Mr. Gow's staff, could 
only measure up the visible settlement and deterioration 
in concrete foundation walls, and make assumptions on 
verbal reports from the Contractor. Later Mr. Gow had 
interviews with Mr. R.W. Davis, Regional Supervisor of 
Indian Agencies and Mr. Strapp, the Principal of the 
School, under whose aupervision the work was snpposedly 
carried ont. 


It is reported that no work has been done on 
the building since May last further than plastering, and 
as settlement of the foundations is reported to be pro- 
gressing, it is unlikely that this building can be re- 
habilitated without the expenditwre of a considerable 
sum of money. 


Mr. Gow wrote on June 26th that he proposed to 
visit the site personally and report. We so advised yon 
but this report has not materialized. The only commnica- 
tion received from Mr. Gow since that date has been a 
letter dated August 19th enclosing six photographs of 
the structure and stating that his office has not taken 
any action in connection with this residence. 


On the information available we are not ina 
position to make @ definite recommendation. We would 
suggest, however, three alternatives for the Indian 
Affairs Branch to consider: 


First - Select a new site and build new concrete 
foundations upon which the frame portion of 
the structure conld be erected.

Excavate and place adequate sized open joint 
tile along the northwest and west ls of 
the building. By this means the water seepage 
causing the trouble shonld be intercepted

The third alternative seems the least costly and 
might be accomplished before winter sets in. 


As préviously stated, we can do little more 
than make the foregoing suggestions for the consideration 
of the Indian Affairs Branch. 


Upon receiving instructions on any of the fore- 
going methods of retrieving the situation we shall 
immediately contact Mr. Gow for an investigation of 
the possibilities of the suggested undertaking and 
prepare a report with estimate of cost.

Re:- Brandon Indian Residential School, 
Domestic Water Supply 


The domestic water supply from the "high spring" was 
examined on the occasion of a visit to the school on Ostober 8 last. 


A pipe line, as shown on a plan of work performed in 1941 
connects the wooden well structure at the main spring and the double 
concrete cistern at the dam, The water level in the upper well is 
9.3 feet above the inlet to the concrete cistern 180' away, yet the 
yield to the cistern was estimated at one gallon per minute on the 
date of the visit. It is believed that this pipe line should be 
repaired and put back in operation as soon as possihle to assist 
in maintaining all available yield from the spring for the coming 
winter, There is a possibility that a critically low water supply 
may be experienced due to dry conditions and lack of precipitation 
this fall. 

The wooden well at the main spring, although very small, 
appears to be in a fair state of repair. The sheet piling cutoff 
near the cistern is broken at ground level in places and while 
not effective in retaining surface water, it is believed that it 
retards subsurface flow, 


The outline of work proposed is briefly as follows: 


Excavate to the level of the present 4" field tile line, beginning 
at the lower end. 


Relay the 4" tile on prepared continuous cradles of 2" material 
as excavating progresses, 


Backfill with 6" of gravel, then earth as the tile are laid. 


It is felt that the excavation costs will be relatively 
high on this undertaking due to the possible necessity for pumping 
and for shoring of the trench, However, should there be any unspent 
funds, it is felt that they should be used to increase the flow into 
the wooden well at the main spring by the laying of a field drain 
underneath the present ditch leading to the well. 


Following is an estimate of the probable cost of repairing 
the feed line from the sump to the concrete cistern;

A report has been received from our Resident Cost 
Auditor in Winnipeg in connection with the above construction 
project, as follows:- 


"In discussion with the Winnipeg office of the Depart- 
ment of Indian Affairs, I was advised that the last claim of 
the Contractor was submitted in the month of July, but that 
from recent inquiry from the Contractor had not been paid due 
possibly to overrun of authorized expenditure. 


In respect of the actual building construction, I was 
given to understand by the office of the Dominion water and 
Power Bureau that their office was directed by Indian Affairs 
Office, Ottawa, to supervise the re-construction of the foundation 
of the building. That portion of the work has almost been 
completed, and, when finished, the supervision of the balance 
of construction will be turned over to the Principal of the 
Residential School. 


Mr, Gow, District Chief Engineer of the Dominion water 
and Power Bureau advised that total completion of the work was 
estimated to be reached sometime in January, 1949. 
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As regards the audit responsibilities of this Division 
I might say that in view of the lengthy period and unexpected 
ecoste of the contract, it would be advisable for someone from 
this office to make audit of the claims that have already been 
submitted, in ample time prior to the completion of the work. 


Up to the present time an audit has not been made of 
the claims which have already been submitted. Would it be 
possible to have the copies of the claims which have already 
heen submitted by the Contractor returned to this office so 
that the audit can be brought up to date."

The accompanyin sketch represents tne relaid tile 
Work was started at the lower end of the line in order to keep tne 
trench as much as p ssible free from water. Soil for the greater 
distance of the line was found to be compact and stable making it 
unnecessary to provide any additional support to maintain alignment 
of the tile. The clay tile were inspected for breaks and possible 
obstructions before being relaid. Tar paper strips were use te 
cover the tile joints and the trench was filled with gravel to a 
Jepth of 14 feet above the tile. Earth was used to complete the 
backfill. At Station OF5é due to water, a 4" wye was introduced 

to the line and a secondary line run in advance to keep the trench 
ary. Quicksand was encountered at Station 0436 making the use of 
field tile impracticable. Vitrified sewer tile were laid from this 
point to the spring. A metal mesh covering was here placed around 
the pipe inlet to prevent any obstruction from entering the line.

The finished job was billed at $1,405.58 
the original estimated cest was $1,226.50, making a difference 

of $179.28. As the ameunt is not high I will be quite prepared 

te accept responsibility fer the excess over the eriginal 

estimate,if you comsider I sheuld do se. 


With reference te the papering of the lower floer rooms, and the 
hall; When the heuse was jacked up te bring the floors te a 
levet the plaster was badly cracked and in seme places se uneven 
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that it was impessible to patch without stripping large surfaces, 
seo that the patch would not shew, ImMuescussing this with the 
contractor it was decided that to paper the downstairs rooms

In accordance with your letter of June 10, 
1949 I have made an inspection of this school and 
beg to report that the work now required may be 
referred to almost entirely as maintenance, which 
hae apparently been deferred for at least several 
years. The school building generally is in 
the woret condition of any that I have visited to 
date and it is impossible to furnish you with 
definite cost eetimates covering the many iteme 
that now require attention. 


The major, but by no means the most important , 
matter that should now be attended to is the interior 
decorating of the school. Practically the whole 
interior of the school is badly in need of decorat- 
ing and thie is a matter that, according to the 
Rev. 0. B. Strapp, Principal, has been under 
consideration for some time. Apparently several 
estimates covering interior decorating have been 
obtained end submitted to Indian Affaire and I am 
forwarding herewith a copy of the latest which was 
obtained from Crane Broe., Brandon. This estimate, 
in the amount of $2,862.35, covers only those 
roome that are most urgently in need of painting 
and thie work, at least, should be done this year. 
The work could be done by Crane Bros. on the basics 
of the estimate submitted, or estimatesicould be 
obtained from other Brandon Contractors who might be 
asked to tender on the items covered by the Crane 
quotation. 


The following additicnal iteme aleo require 
immediate attention at this school: 


(1) The classrooms, although not included 
in the Crane estimate, are in need of attention. The 
placter is badly cracked in places and should be 
repaired. Three +' X S' pieces of Ten-Test should 
be supplied for attachment to walle for use ac 
notis: boards in order to eliminate future damage 
to the walls. 


(2) The walle of the boys'and girls’ playrooms 
were lined with "V. Joint" between the floor and the 
lower level of the windows. This “V Joint" has been 
broken out and the plaster beneath gouged out at 
every break. New "V Joint" could be installed but 
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the same thing would no doubt happen to it in a short 

time. It is theréfore recommended that the walls in these 
rooms be faced with cement from floor to window level. 

This work will have to be done before the painting of these 
rooms could be finished.

(5) The toilets in the boye’ and girls’ lavatories 
are likewise in bad aondition. The old type of toilet 
inetalled here ie anything but sanitary and I would suggest 
that new tollete be installed. 


(6) Many of the window sills are in very bad shape 
and some will have to be replaced in those roome to which 
the boys have access. 


7) The tables in the pupile dining room were covered 
with linoleum which is now full of holes which have been 
carved therein These tables should be recovered with 
masonite or eimiler material. For the purpose 16,pes. each 
2'6" K S'O" are required. 


(8) A number of the comgpocition etair treads are 
badly erscked ané should be replaced. One or two can be 
considered dengerous at present.. 


(9) The plaster and woodwork in the veetibules ie in 
bad shape and should be repaired. 


(10) The placter above the toilet in the boys’ dormitory 
je in bad shape and the toilet needs a new seat. 


(11) The cement floore throughout the building need 
patching in many places. 


(12) The ineulation on the steam pipes should be 
renewed in a number of places, especially in the boys 
pleyroonm. 


413) Main Roof - The felt covering is exposed in many 
places, the flashing is looses in places and the cement around 
the stone coping now appears to be mostly eand and neede 
renewing. The two ventilators have the louves broken out 
and as theee ventilators no longer serve any useful purpose 
they should either be removed or have the louvée boarded up 
and the ventilatore made rain proof. 


(14) The tops of the two ohimneys over the boiler room 
are in very bad shape. The cement mortar has fallen out 
between the bricks for some distance below the chimney 
topes and the stone coping and upper bricke may fall before 
very long. 
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(15) The brick facing over the tile at the N.E. 
eorner of the laundry is badly cracked and the bricke are 
beginning to fall off. The condition of the tile can not 
be ascertained until the brick facing is removed. 


The wall at this corner of the laundry building is 
butted againet by a concrete retaining wall which holds up 
the earth approech to the oarn. fo repair the laundry wall 
4t will be necessary to dig out a portion of the ear 
fill and break out a seotion of the concrete retaining wall. 


(16) Laundry Roof - This roof is in about the same 
condition ae the main roof on the echool building. The 
joints between the stone coping muct be renewed and the 
ventilators which are no longer ueed should be removed. 


(17) In the laundry the plarter on walls and ceiling 
around ventilators is badl damaged from the water which 
has leaked through around ventilators. The insulation 
on the steam pipes needs renewing. The weter ctorags tank 
for the school water supply is located in the laundry room. 
This tenk was never painted and is now badly rusted. The 
gcale should be cleaned off and the tank painted. 


(18) The hot water heater for the staff water supply 
ie now out of commission. The sections are in bad shape 
and need replacing. Thie heater is a Gurney No.907, 
Cottage Boiler. 


From the above you will note that the work that should be 

done at thie school requires the g@rvices of painters, roofers, 
briecklayers, carpenters, plumbere and perhaps a steamfitter, 
aleo that certain jobs must be done before others can be 
proceeded with. he painting can be done on a contract 

baeie but most, if not all, of the other work will have to 

be done on a Gay labour or cost-plus basis. 


In view of the above it is hereby recommended: 


f1) That a sum of not lees than $7,500.00 
be provided for the purpose of completing 
as much of the above work as possible 
during the present season. 


That a contract for the painting of at 
least thoee parte of the building covered 
by the Crane estimate be awarded as 

goon ae possible. 


That arrangements be made immediately for the 
purchase of materiale locally and the employ- 
ment of the ekilled labour necessary to 
complete the work which must be done in the 
interior of the building before the painting 
can be completed. 


That a local builder be employed to repair 
the chimneys and roof copings and to remove 
the ventilators. This work oan hardly be 
done on anything other than a ccet-plus basis. 
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That, after the work covered by {}) has been 
done, a local roofing contractor be employed 
to make the neceraary repairs to the roof. 
This will also have to be done on a cost- 
plus basic. 


That authority to arra for the work and 
supervise seme be ise either to the 
Regional Supervisor, Indian Affaire, Manitoba, 
or to thie office. 


fhe above work will require a certain amount of 
supervision and eame could, if desired, be handled from 
this office, in view of the fact that it ie necessary to 
pace this echool several times each month while enroute 
to the Riding Mountain National Park. 


While at the Brandon School the Rev. 0. B. Strapp 
advised me that the wooden water tank at the source of 
the school water supply wae badly in need of replacement, 
also that the pape line from the spring to the tank wee 
badly clogged. e etated that the situation at the spring 
had been previcusly investigated by engineers of the 
Engineering and Gonetruction Division and it was his under- 
atanding that plane had been made for the inetallation of 
a new concrete tank at the spring. 


In view of Mr. Strapp's underetanding I made no 
investigation at the spring and am eubmitting no estimate

time. It te theréfore recommended that the walle in these 
roome be faced with cement from floor to window level. 

fnie work will have to be done before the painting of these 
rooms could be finished. 


(4) The drinking fountain in the girls’ playroom is 
in such bad shape that it can no longer be used and hae 
been disconnected. . A new fountain should be inetalled. 


(4) The tape for the wash basins in both the boye' 
and girls’ washroome are all tn bad shape and all need 
replacing. The taps on the bath tube are in & similar 
condition. New taps should be supplied, 80 for the wach 
baeine and @ for bath tube. 


(5) The toilets in the Hoys' and girlie’ lavatories 
are likewise in bad condition. The old type of toilet 
installed here is ae but sanitary and I would suggest 
that new toilete be installed. 


(6) Many of the window sille are in very bed shape 
and some will have to be replaced in those rooms to which 
the boys have access. 


(7) The tables in the peptic dining room were covered 
with linoleum which is now full of holes which have been 
carved therein. These tebles should be recovered with 
masonite or similar material. Por the purpose 16 pes. each 
26" x S'O" are required. 


(s) A number of the composition stair treads are 
badly cracked and should be replaced. One or two can be 
considered dengerous at present. 


(9) The plaster and woodwork in the vestibules is in 
bad shape and should be repaired. 


(10) The plaeter above the toilet in the boys’ dormitory 
ie in bed shape and the toilet needs a new seat. 


(11) The cement floors throughout the building need 
patehing in many places. 


(12) The ineulation on the steam pipes should be 
rendwead in a number of places, especially in the boys 
playroom. 


413) Main Roof - The felt covering 1s exposed in many 
places, the flashing is loose in plecee and the cement around 
the stone coping now appears to be mostly sand and needs 
renewing. fhe twc ventilators have the louves broken out 
and ac these ventilators no longer serve any useful purpose 
they ehould either be removed or have the louvee boarded up 
and the ventilators made rain proof. 


(1%) The tops of the two chimneys over the boiler room 
are in very bed shape. The cement mortar has fallen out 
between the bricks for some distance below the chimney 
tops and the stone coping and upper vricke may fall before 
very long. 
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(15) The brick facing over the tile at the N.E. 
corner of the laundry is bedly cracke’ and the bricke are 
beginning to fall off. The condition of the tile can not 
be ascertained until the brick facing is removed. 


The wall at thie corner of the laundry building is 
butted against by a concrete retaining wall which holds up 
the earth approsoh to the barn. To repair the laundry wall 
At will be necessary to dig out a portion of the earth 
f111 and bresk out a section of the conorete retaining wall. 


(16) Laundry Roof ~- This roof is in about the same 
condition ae the main roof on the school building. The 
joints between the stone coping must be renewed and the 
ventilators which are no longer used should be removed. 


(17) In the laundry the plaeter on walls and ceiling 
around ventilators ie bedly damaged from the water which 
hae leaked through around the ventilators. The insulation 
on the steam ree needs renewing. The water storage tank 
for the school water supply is located in the laundry rooms. 
This tank wes never painted and is now badly rusted. The 
scale should be cleaned off and the tank painted. 


(16) The hot water hester for the staff water supply 
ie now out of commission. The sections are in bad shape 
and need replaci ug. This heater is a Gurney No.907, 
Cottage Boiler. 


From the above you will note that the work that should be 

done at this school requires the s@rvices of painters, roofers, 
bricklayers, carpenters, plumbers ahd perhaps a steamfitter, 
also that certain jobs must be done before others ean be 
proceeded with. The painting ean be done on a contract 

basie but most, if not all, of the other work will heve to 

be done on a Gay labour or cost-plue beeie. 


In view of the above it ia hereby recommended: 


(1) That a sum of not less than $7,500.00 
be provided for the purpose of completing 
ac much of the above work as possible 
during the present season. 


That a contract for the painting of at 
least those parte of the building covered 
by the Crane estimate be awarded as 

goon ae poseible. 


That earracgements be wade immediately for the 
purchase of materiale locally and the employ- 
ment of the skilled labour necessary to 
complete the work which must be done in the 
interior of the building before the painting 
ean be completed. 


That a local builder be employed to repair 
the ohimneys and reof sopings and to resove 


the ventilators. This work oan hardly be 
done on anything other than a cost-plus basis. 
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That, after the work covered by (+) hae been 
done, & local roofing contractor be employed 
to make the necessary repaire to the roof. 
fhie will also have to be done on a cost- 
plus baelir. 


(6) That authority to aryange for the work and 
supervise seme be iesued either to the 
Regional Supervisor, Indian Affairs, Manitoba, 
or to thie office. 


fhe above work will require « certain amount of 
supervision and same gould, if desired, be handled from 
thie office, in view of the fact that it ie necessary to 
ee thie school several times each month while enroute 
to the Riding Mountain National Park. 


While at the Brandon School the Rev. ©. B. Strapp 
edvised me that the wooden water tank et the source of 
the eehool water supply wae badly in need of replacement, 
aleo that the pipe line from the spring to the tank was 
badly clogged. eo stated that the situation at the spring 
had been previcusiy investigated by engineers of the 
Engineering and Construction Divieion and it was his under- 
standing that plene had been made for the inetallation of 
a new conerete tank at the epring. 


In view of Mr. Strapp's understanding I made no 
investigation at the epring end aa submitting no estimate 
on the repairs that are apperently necessary at the source 
of the school water supply. " A /)

Sometime ago I contacted Rev. 0, Sharpe at the Indian 
Residential School, Brandon, Man. Since my last contact with 
him I have been transferred to Saskatoon, but Rev. Sharpe sent 
a letter to our office in Toronto asking that a representative 
see him in regard to the roofs at the Scho@l, so I have had my 
contractor in Brandon check over the roofs and give me a resume 
of the existing conditions. 


The condition of the roofs are as follows:= 


Copings - 1270 Lineal feet. 
fhe se copings are of precast stone and numerqas joints 


are open or cracked, and the present porosity is below normal 
allowing moisture to penetrate down into the parapet wall. 

The joints where open or cracked should be raked ot 
and a bead of Tremco Mastic Caulking Compound applied by gun. 
After this has been done, a waterproofing material should be 
trowelled over the entire stone so as to make it impervious to 
moisture, and thus prevent any further deterioration. This 
mastic waterproofing material is trowelled on at about 1/8" and 
has sufficient oils and fibre to allow for expansion and 
contraction and yet make it 100% waterproof. 


Parapets = As mentioned above, the moisture has caused cracking 
and Opening of joints in the parapet which should be sealsed or 
pointed with Tremco Caulking # Pointing Compound. To further 
counteract deterioration, a one coat of 145 Clear Damproofing 
should be applied. This prevents further moisture getting into 
the brick and seals the porosity of both the brick and mortar 
joints. 


Flashings = The general condition of the flashings if fair, 

except for the reglet, or leading edge, which is cracked and pulled 
away causing moisture to backpass the present flashings. 

If this is not attended to immediately, the coming wihter will 
completely push out the fluehing and cause considerable amount 

of damage to the existing well and present roof deck. A trowel 
application of a material called E.L.S. Mastic Roof Cement should 
be placed over the crack or seam through out the distance of 1270 
feet, so as to prevent any further damage. The E.L.S. should be 
applied at approximately 5 lineal feet to the pound. 


Projections - Any projections can be dealt with in the same 
Manner as the flashings and when coating the roof any metal work 
can be covered by the roof preservative, which is a rust inhib- 
itive material and thus prevents any further rusting of the metal. 


Roof = There is approximately 13,000 sq. ft. of roof, all of which 
Ts of tar and gravel construction. Throughout all the roofs 
numerous bare spots are noticeable and a general dried out 
condition exists. The bare spots can be merely covered but this 
is taking a chance as numerous @mall areas can be missed and thus 


oe 2 
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) a complete and thorough job of proper maintenance is not 


accomplished. Therefore, the recommendation is to remove the 
existing gravel, as much as possible, and give a heavy app= 
lication of Tremco Roof Preservative at the rate of 3% to 4 
gallons per square (100 sq. ft.) This resaturates and 
revitalizes the felts and preverts further drying out, 


On some spots on the roof the felts are ripped, and 
where this has occurred the weakened area should have a trowel 
applicetion of E.L.S. Mastic Roof Cement after which a jute 
fabric is embedded into the material and this in turn is followed 
by a further coat of E.L.S. The same procedure is followed 
where the existing blisters are sufficiently bad to warrant 
attention, The blister should be slit and the felts folééa@ back 
and E.L.S. trowelled into and around the blister, then the 
felts are folded back into position and the same procedure as 
previously stated pertaining to rips is continued, 


After the above repairs have been completed, the roof 
is then coated with Tremco Roof Preservative.

It 
Would be necessary to cut the wall down to about 6 ft., to set 
on the proposed concrete walls, The windows and doors in these 
sections would have to be all changed in height and location 
which would involve more work than framing a complete new wail. 
The walls are covered with 5/86 x 8 bevelled spruce boards 6 ft. 
long, which would not give a very good appearance for a new 
Building, being in 8 ft. lengths and straight joints. Shiplap 
would have to be purchased to line up the inside of the Building, 
The 3 Ply which was formerly used on the roof could be used to 
cover the ceiling inside; it also might be advisable to use the 
present siding to cover the inside of walls and purchase new 
siding for the outside.

I desire to confirm the following army 
signal sent to you this morning: 


“Reference army signal December 10 advising 
that tender of H.D, Spratling had been accepted for 
barn at Brandon Residential School, we have reviewed 
correspondence and find it necessary to have more 
definite information before Mr. Spratling proceeds 
with the work. Advise him at once to deley work until 
we give further orders." 


Our reason for sending the above communication 
is due to the fact that we have reviewed previous 
correspondence, and before proceeding we wish to have 
some definite assurance regarding the total cost of the 
barn. 

No doubt you have on file a copy of Mr. 
Conpolly's letter of August 29th, offering us the 
building at Camp Shilo at a cost of $2,675.00 delivered 
to the Brandon School. We approved purchase of this 
building, and errangements were made accordingly. 

The third paragraph of this particuler letter reads 
as follows; 


"It is estimated that the erection cost will 
be $300.00 and shingling would cost in the vicinity of 
$500.00." 


eeeeed 
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When we first read Mr. Spratling's tender of 
October 26th, copy of which is enclosed, we were 
under the impression that his tender of $4,300.00 
would be sufficient to provide the foundation and 
erect the building. However, on rereading his 
letter of October 27th, copy of which is also enclosed, 
we are not certain that our first impression was correct. 


It would appear from very careful reading of 
Mr. Spratling's latter letter that Mr. Spratling 
considers it is going to be a rather costly job to 
complete the barn, even after spending $4,300.00 for 
the work mentioned in his letter of October 26th. 
If so, this information is considerably different 
from the information contained in Mr. Connolly's 
letter of August 29th. 


Before proceeding further, we would like to 
have @ complete report from you answering the questions 
raised in this letter. 


We have had some unfortunate experiences 
in awarding contracts on a cost plus basis, and it 
is our intention to avoid these in future. 


We are not prepared to proceed further at 
the present time until we receive for consideration 
& quotation on fully completing the barn.

I am enclosing herewith a Fire Report in connection 
with the above mentioned school, together with the following 
observations: 


(1) The matter of fire escapes has been taken up with 
Superintendent Hamilton, and he is of the opinion that we 
would have to inetall iron fire escapes.

Sutherland, efter a Personal inspection. 

In recommending the Brandon site the Commissioner 
desires me to point out that the half section adjoins 
the Experimental Farm, which he considers is likely to 
afford advan taces to the pupils in the way of instruct.on, 
and of employment for some of them, as they become ad 
vanced. 

He thinks moreover that heretofore in the location 
of such schools, we have been inelined to go somewhat 
too far away from the line of traffic, ad that much 
more interest might be taken by the public generally, 
and the Church concerned, in Particular, in a school 
kept as Prominently before the Public eye, as would be 
the case, were the site now recommended adopted. 

The tems of Purchase offered, he considers very 
easy, and is under the impression that the lands would 
be teken in exchange where alrea’y set apart by Order- 
in-Council (vide De@artment's letter 16th. February 
last) if so desired. 

There was at one time an inclination in the Commi ss- 
ioner's mind to prefer a site further South, becalise he 
felt a doubt as to whether Parents would consent to seni- 
ine their children, for whose benefit the school is pro- 
Posed to be erected and maintained, to so great ® di s- 
tance, but he has since came to the opinion that this 
will not offer any serious difficulty. 

Rev. J. McDougall at one time spoke of the Norquay 
Homestead, or of part of the Indian Reserve, thrown open

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near Selkirk. 

From copy of correspondence between Department and 
Rev. Dr. Sutherland, sent to Commissioner by Department, 
it is seen that the idea of the Norquay Homestead has 
been dismissed. 

With regard to the site ~ear Selkirk, the Commiss- 
ioner, in the course of enquiries, oscertained that if 
the Institution were located there, the People of West 
Selkirk would contribute a bonus in lends towards e site, 
but he considers the situation open to rave obj ection, 
first on account of its proximity to an Indian Reserve, 
second, because of its nearness to the existing school 
at St. Paul's. 

With regard to the building for the proposed school, 
the Commissioner would recommend that with some minor 
alterations, that at St. Paul's be copied.

This matter was again broughtto the notice 
of the Department by Mr Inspector Marlatt last spring 
who submitted a propositiom from the Principal of the 
school to the effect that if the Department would pay 
a per capita grant of $120.00 for 125 pupils and add 
the West ¢ of Section 28,Twp.10,Rge.19,West of the 
lst Meridiam to the land they already hold,the Meth= 
odist Church would be willing to pay all expense of 
management and maintenance ,except material required 
for new tm ildings which would cost $500.00 and over. 
The Principal apparently speaks with the authority of 
the Methodist Missionary Society. 

With regard to this proposition I may say 
that the Department is now paying for 115 pupils at 
$120.00 per gapita,being an imerease of 15 for the 
current year.

Replying to your letter of the 26th Ult. in which you 
request me to make a report on an application you have received 
from the Secretary Treasurer of the Municipality of Cornwallis 
for a grant for the grading and gravelling of a road through the 
Indian Industrial Sehool farm,Brandon; and stating that the 
estimated cost is $500.00. Aeting on the instructions contained 
in your letter, I visited Brandon on the 29th Ult. and went 
theroughly inte the matter. 

The read in question runs east and west through the 
experimental farm, and through the school lands and continues 
in a westerly direetien. 

I understand this read was given by the Gevernnent, threugh 
the experimental farm, to the Cerporation of the City of Brand=- 
on, and threugh the Sehool lands to the Municipality of Cern- 
wallis, in lieu of the sectional roads to the north and south, 
running in the same direction, whieh, owing to the formation 
of the country, could only be opened at a very considerable 


cost. The sectional read allowance to the south of the Farm,

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crosses the Assiniboine River several times, whieh makes it 
impractieal as a road, The Municipality have had te buy the 
continuation of the road west of the scheol preperty. 

The road is new a public highway, much travelled, but net used 
te any extent by the sehoel as they have an outlet through the 
Experimental Farm. The road in its passage through the Exper- 
imental Farm is kept in eendition by the Rarm people, not as a 
matter ef right, but because they desire a better read than the 
City could give them, For this reaon they keep it in repair 
and it is a beautiful piece of highway. 

I drove over the road through the Sehool Lands. It is not 
in bad condition, Two thirds of it has been gravelled and 
graded, the balanee is on the natural prairie. It is net nearly 
as goed as the portion passing through the Experimental Farm, 
but I would eonsider it a fair read as it is. 

Te sum up; the read as I understand it is under the eontrel 
of the Munieipality and they are responsible for its condition. 
The Department did them a very kind aetion in giving them the 
road, as it cute the farm in two, and runs through the best 
part of the arable lands, 

We deubt the road could oeuit be much improved by 
grading and gravelling, but the Munieipality have no claim on 
the Department for the cost. 

My reeommendation is that as the Seheel pays no taxes, 
and dees no statute labor, that the Municipality be given @ 
grant of @ $100.00, whieh would be about equal te one year’s 
assesement.

Brandon Industrial School. 


Now that the section has been 
purchased, it will be better to fence the whole 
of it since by so doing the value will be in- 
creased, and the chances of selling it, should 
the Department wish to dispose of one-half of 
it, will be greater than in its present 
condition. I may say that if it is fenced 
and worked as the management are planning to 
work it, it will become more valuable the 
longer we work it, and thus easier of sale. 


I may also saythat without the fence, 
it is absolutely useless for school purposes, 
for there is nothing we can do with it except 
1erd our caftle upon it. This would require 
the attention of herd boys day and night in 
order to keep them from our neighbor's crop. 


I have been making further enquiries 
re the cost of fencing, and I find that it rit 
will take about $300.00 a mile. One tender I 
received was as high as $380.00 per mile. 

This, I think, was beyond the real value. 


I would like to know at the earliest 
possible date so that we might put up a part 
of this fence this Pall before the frost enters 
the ground; and it is the best time of the year 
to secure labor for that purpose.

RE TITLE TO PROPOSED NEW PARE 
I have looked into the title so far as it can be 
done at the Land Titles Office, and beg to report ss follows; 


As to the South Zast Quarter of Section 26, 
one, J.W.Stemart, purports to convey the whole of it to dis 
Majesty the King in right of the Superintendent ,Generel of 
Indian Affairs; but there is no grant from the Crown to 
Stewart registered; and, consequently, there is no foundation 
shown for the title assumed to be granted to the Superintendent 
fFJeneral of Indian Affairs. I presume there must be an 
unregistered grant to Stewart somewhere; but so far as the 
Registry Office shows, he had no title to make the grant he 
did make. 


As to the North Bast quarter of Section 21, title 
appears to be in W.J.Birchell to all thet portion of the 
quarter section lying to the South of the Assiniboine River, 
except the Right of Yay of the C.P.R., and a strip containing 
6014 acres conveyed by Birchell & Howey to the 0,P.R.Co. and 
the title to that portion of said quarter section lying north and 
west of the Assiniboine River, appears to be in Joseph Matuske 
by grant from the Crown.

Extract from a Report of the Committee of the 
Honourable the Privy Council, approved by His Excellency 


on the 9th August, 1900. 


On a Report dated 26th July, 1900, from the 
Minister of the Interior, submitting that dy Order in Council 
of the 7th February 1891, and under and in accordance with 
the provisions of Clause 31 of The Dominion Lands Act, 
section 6 in Township § and Range 7 west of the lst Meridian, 
was set apart and appropriated for the purposes of an Indian 
Industrial School. 

The Minister states that it was subsequently found 
that that land was unsvitable for the purposes of such 
School, when by arrangement with the municipal authorities 
of the city of Brandon, they purchased, paid for and had con- 
veyed to Her Majesty, Queen Victoria, represented therein 
by the Superintendent General of Indian Affaire, other lands, 
suitable for the purposes of such sch ool, namely, the east 
nalf of section 28, in Townsh ip 10 and Range 19, west of the 
lst Meridian, upon the understanding that the land first 
mentioned, section 6 in Township 5, Range 7, west of the lat 
Meridian, would be granted to the city of Brandon in exchange 
and in consideration for the lands so purchased for and con- 
veyed to Her Majesty. 

That the conveyance to Her Majesty and other 
instruments and documents upon which the title of Her Majesty 
to the east half of section 28, in Township 10 and Range 19, 
west of the lst Meridian, is based, were examined in February, 
1893, by the then Deputy Minister of Justice, who reported 
that the title of Her Majesty to such land was clear and 
satisfactory.

to submit a copy of Order of His Excellency in Council 

of the 9th of August, 1900, setting aside the east nalf of 
section 28 in Tp. 10, Rge. 19, W. 1st M., for the purposes 
of a Industrial School. 

The title to this property was passed on by the 
Department of Justice some years ago, and as far as the 
records show, a Certificate of Title which it was suggested 
by the Deputy Minister of Justice should be obtained, was 
never secured, the papers in the matter having been sent to 
Mr. Hayter Reed, then Indian Commissioner at Regina, for 
the purpose, and there does not appear any record either of 
the return of the title deeds or the procuring of a Certi- 
ficate of Title. 

There might be some question as to the rignt of 
this Department to lease this land unless the funds derived 
therefrom are used for Industrial School purposes, which 
might possibly be considered as still nolding the land for 
Industrial School purposes.

Your letter of July 12th is received 
with enclosure as stated. 

A Plan is being made of the proposed 
road and will be sent you in 4 short time. the 
original allowances for road that you refer to 
Gan only be closed by the Municipality and con- 
veyed to the Department under the provisions of 
the Municipal Act of this Province, which authorizes 
the Municipality to deal with these. This requires 
Notices to be posted thirty daya before the By-laws 
Closing the roads can be passed, Then the By-law 
has to receive the assent of the Lieutenant-Governor- 
in-Gouncil of Manitoba. After these formalities 
have been complied with, the Municipality can deal 
with the original allowances for road. We have no 
doubt that there will be no difficulty or obstache 


except that of time, in Garrying out what you suggest. 
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The Municipal Act prevides that when ceriginal al- 
lowances for road, such as in the present case,are 
closed, they must be sold to the owners of the 
lands adjoining these original allowances for road. 

In the case of the portion of the Bast 
road, the Gity of Brandon has acquired a portion 
of the land adjoining the allowance for road from 
the South Bast corner of the School farm to the 
South bank of what is called the "Slough# on the 
Blue Print, and the Experimental Farn, through the 
Department which manages that, owns the land on the 
Bast side of that piece of road. Then the City 
of Brandon owne the portion of land from the South 
Bast corner of the School Farm to the Assiniboine

fhe Indian School Parm appears te own 
the land from the South West corner of the School 
Farm as shown on the Plan in a Rasterly direction 
to the intersection of the Assiniboine Kiver, and 
also likely the piece in the loop of the Assiniboine 
River North of the road allowance.

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MEMO HE THE LAND USED BY 
THS BANDON INDIAN RESIDENTIAL SCHOOL. 


As early as 1868, Dr. A. Sutherland, of the 
General Board of Missions of the Methodioet Church. pressed 
for the establishment of an industrial school for the 
benefit of children of Lake Winnipor Indians. The Depart- 
mont's policy at that time was to ostablish institutions 
in white centres and to emphasi-c vocational training of 
pupils. 


In 1689, the Department a proved of the schome 
and tho Fann pom of a suitable site was givon consider- 
ation. arious localities wore surgested - Pisher ltivor, 
Berens Kiver and Solkirk. Dr. Sutherland, the Nev. John 
MeDougall and Dr. J. Woodsworth were in favour of a site 
in the southern part of the province. They wore not 
satisfied, however, with the property near Carman, which 
was set aside by Order in Council for the school. 


People of both Brandon and Carberry became 
interested and John Kerr, Clerk of the City of Srandon, 
wrote ev. Mr. Woodsworth, of the Methodist Chureh, that 
the City Council would give a site next to the Experimental 
Farm and accept in exchange goverment lands cleewhore. 

Dr. Sutherland visited the West in 1891, examined the sites 
and recommended that the one at lrandon be secured. The 
City of Brandon purchased from J. W. Stewart the half 
gseotion on which the school is situate. The price was 
$5,700. Mr. A. Kelly, Mayor of Brandon, wrote to the 
Department in 1691, accepting the section near Carman in 
trade for the site at Jrandon. Tho site was occupied and 
the building operations commenced in 1692. In 1900, the 
deal was finally completed and rorularized by Order in 
Council.
